CRIMINAL NEWS. 


MURDER CONFESSED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 18.—A strange story of 
murder and confession has just become known 
to the police. On the morning of Feb. 18, 1873, 
the body of a man eupposed to have been killed 
by an accidental fall was found under a bridge 
of the Newburg dummy road on the outskirts 
of the city. The man was Martin Monroe, an 
employe of the Newburg Mills. No further 
notice was taken of it at the time, but yester-. 
day Mayor Herrick received a letter from 8. B. 
Packard, United States Consul at Liver- 
pool, Eug., inclosing a copy of s letter 
from John Powell, of Golden Valley, near 
Alfreton, Derbyshire, Engiand, who stated 
that, in the early part of the 
year 1872, he was crossing a dangerous bridge 
near Cleveland in company with another man 
late one night, and, a quarrel arising between 
them, Powell in self-defense, as he claims, 
pushed bis companion off the bridge, hurling 
him into the depths below. He had kept the 
secret to himselt all these years. From a de- 
scription of the murdered man given in the letter, 
the police authorities have concluded that Pow- 
ell refers to Movroe. The latter was known to 
have received his month’s pay that nicht, but 
whether or not his death was caused for the 
purpose of robbery the authorities are not satis- 
fied, owing to the difficulty in making a clear 
ease of murder. It is not probable the authori-. 
ties will feel justified in going to the expense of 
an extradition. :

A QUEER MISTAEKE.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 18.—The trial of William 
C. Reeves, for shooting his wife Lizzie, came to 
a somewhat remarkable conclusion in the 
Criminal Court here to-day. At 7 o’clock last 
wicht, after three days of patient work in 
the case, the testimony was concluded, the jury 
of tweive charged, anc the arguments finished by 
the counsel on both sides. A verdict was expected 
in a few minutes, and Judge Langlin instructed 
the two Deputies in charge to escort the jury to 
their room and await a verdict. One of the two 
requested information as to what dispositions 
should be made of the jury during 
the night, and the Court ordered that if a 
sealed verdict be found by 11:30 @’clock the 
Deputies should receive it and discharge the 
panel until 10:30 o’cloek this moralng. The 
Court’s orders were misunderstood, and when 
the hour of 11:30 o’clock came the jury reverted 
that they bad failed to agree upon a verdict, 
and the Deputies discharged them for the night. 
As 4 matter of course the jurors separated, and 
when they appeared this morning were informed 
that a verdict from them would be valueless 
and that they were discharged permanently. 
The whole case must be tried over again unless 
the Trisoner's attorneys succeed in a motion 
made for his discharge, instead of for a new 
trial, because of the error. The blunder is with- 
out a preeedent here.

GALVESTON, Oct. 18,—The Vews special from 
Messila, N. M., gays it is stated that at Mesca- 
lero the Apanbes were forced to leave the reser- 
vation near Fort Stanton by the attion of the 
Agent at that place, The Indians have ex- 
pressed a wish that the soldiers might leave 
there so they could kill the Agent. 

Following is an aceount of Indian putrages to 
date: 

Sept. 5, Victoria, at the head of a large band, 
killed seven soldiers, and captured sixty horses 
of Capt. Hooker at Ojo Galleat. 

Sept. 11, massacred a dozen men, mutilated 
the bodies, outraged the women, brained the 
children, seventeen altogether, between Me- 
Ever's rauche and Hilisbord, part of the killed 
being a band of frontiersmen under Capt. 
Yankie. 

On the 18th, Gov. Wallace asked the War De- 
partment for arms and authority to raise meu to 
fight. The Secretary of War answered that the 
Department was uninformed of the nature of 
the outbreak or the number of the hostiles. 

Lieut. Wright, of the Ninth Cavalry, with a 
part of his company, some volunteers, and 
Navajo scouts, had a resultless skirmish with 
the Indians. Capt. Beyer took command later, 
and was repulsed, the Indians capturing most of 
his horses, pack train, and 8,000 rounds of am- 
munition. a 

A month later Maj. Morrow takes command 
witb 300 men; fights Victoria, kills one squaw 
and captures one. Two soldiers kilied and 
several wounded. 

Oct. 12, news is received of the destruction of 
McEvers’ and Lloyd’s tapches; both killed. 
Seventeen volunteers left Messilla to succor 
other ranchers, 

Oct. 13, are attacked by Vietoria’s band, 
slowly retreat, losing seven killed. The indians 
pursued them two hours, dashing on the volun- 
teers before retiring, bat were repulsed, and 
Chief Victoria wounded. Eight miles from 
Mason’s eleven bodies were found and buried, 
Women bave deen taken prisoners, stock killed, 


} and everything destroyed. 


At Lloyd's ranch the body of Alexander Mor- 
ton, of St. Louis, was found and buried. All 
the cattle were killed and the implements of ' 
the houses destroyed. 

From Lloyd's the volunteers went to succor 
Colorado and Santa Barbara, small towns which 
were surrounded by Indian, who dared the in- 
habitants out to fight. Nine meu were killed by 
the Indians while surrounding the towns. Only 
thirty rifles in the place. The volunteers dis- 
persed the indians and raised the sieze. 

The Indians have gone to the Florida 
mountains, thirty miles south of Fort Cum- 
mings, whence they can easily ge into Mexico. 

Maj. Morrow, near Junas, Mty miles from 
here, has seut for thirty davs’ provisions. Most 
of the warriors from the Mesolero Agency joined 


the hostiles.

THE MILE CREEK COMMAND. 

Rawiins, Wy., Oet, 18.—The wounded of 
the battle of Milk Creek arrived here this after- 
noon, with Company Fot the Fifth Cavalry, 
Capt. Payne commandigg: Company D, Fifth 
Cavalry, Lieut. Wolf commanding; Company 
E, Tuird Cavalry, Capt. Lawson commanding; 
and Company D, Ninth Cas elry. Capt. Dodge 
commanding,—the whole force being under the 
command of Caot. Dodge. 

The wounded (thirty-two in number) were a ll 
doing well. They were met here by Col. Sum- 
mers, Medical Director of the Department of 
the Platte, and Assistant-Surgeon Semig, of 
Fort Steele, and were immediately placed ou 
the train for tragsportation to Fort Steele and 
Fort Russell. Capt. Payne remains here, and 
is doing weil. 

Maj. Thornburgh’s body was brought ip by 
this party, and was shipped to Omaha. The 


list of wounded is the same as heretofore pub- 
lished. None of the wounded, as first reported, 
have died. The party had stormy weatner on 
the road. Rain began falling. at Fortification 
Creek, and continged for several days. The 
command was nine days on the road. 


ADVICES AT HEADQUARTERS, 

WasuinerTon, D. C., Oct. 18.—In consequence 
of the stormy weather which has set in, the 
route between Rawlins and the White River 
Ageney, and of the retreat of the hostile Utes 
over the mountains southward from the latter 
point, it has been determined to relinquish the 
former purpose of reinforcing Gen. Merritt by a 
direct line from the Union Pacific Railroad, but 
orders have been issued by Gen. Sherman for an 
immediate concentration of troops near Ala- 
mosa and Pagosa, Col., with a view to joining

It is believed, however, that the latter 
will be speedily quelled, as Gen. Morrow, if he 
fails to overtake the marauding Indians, will 
= drive them over the border into

JULIUS WHITE AT HIS HOME. 
Beanston Index, Oct. 18. 

The Evanston Republican Club met Monday, 
Vice-President Kedzie im the chair. 

After the transaction of some business, Gen. 
Julius White was cailed upon to address the Club, 
and made a short, common-sense speech as to the 
needs of the party in this county. Defining his 
own position asa candidate for County Treasurer, 
he said that, ‘should the approaching Convention be 
in reality a deliberative assembiy of representative 
men of the Republican party, met for calm consid- 
eration of candidates as to their worth as men and 
availability as candidates, then he should be glad 
to have tife support of his neighbors also of 
all ms friends throughout the county. Shonid the 
Convention, however, be only an assembly of dele- 
gates for carrying out a previously arranged scheme 
of bargain and sale, then he should not allow bis 
name to be used by his friends. As to the delega- 
tioa from this town, he hoped for one that would 
act for the best interests of the Repaullcan party. 

Probably no candidate ever eddre words of 
more sound common sense and wisdom to any as- 
sem blage of oolitical friends and neighbors. ere 
was no assumption, no pressure, no drive about it, 
nor was there any of the usual pleading for iafiu- 
ence or votes. It was like the man, maAly ; and, 
whatever may be the result, Gen. White's course 


in this canvases has made him a host of friends here. 


and elsewhere. He has no importunity nor 
wearied any one, as candidates are wont to do. 

A short sketca of the General's litical career 
will serve to refate the statement that he has al- 
ready beld too many offices in the county. In the 
spring of 1861 he was appointed by President Lin- 
coln Collector of Customs, a position worth about 
$7, 000 or $8,000 a year. After serving for a few 
months, thinking the country needed his service in 
the field, be abandoned his position, raised a regi- 
ment, and went to the front. His record while in 
active service is well known to his fellow-towns- 
men. Several years after the War he served as 
County Commissioner of Cook County. While in 
that office he introduced and carried through the 
ordinance establisbing the nt of dlic 
Charities, by which the county was saved $100, - 
000 the first year. assuming tbe number of inmates 
in the several institutions to be the same. He and 
one other Commissioner also refused to accept but 
$2.60 per diem for their services,—aithough the 
Couoty Board had voted to mae the salary $5, — 
the former sum being the amouat named by the 
State Legisiature. The last time he was brought 
before the public was three years ago, in the Con- 

ional campaign. His prospects were good for 
he nomination, bat he withdrew in favorof the 
German-American, Brentano, who, in his judg- 
ment, would poll a stronger vote for the Republic- 
an party. His judgment proved correct; for. while 
the district went for Tilden, Brentano was elected, 
thus redeeming the district from the previous de- 
feat of Farwell by Le Moyne. 


WHAT THE REPUBLICAN CONVEN- 
TION SHOULD DO. 
To the Editor of The Tridune. 

Cutrcaco, Oct. 18.—If the Republican party 
wishes to relieve itself from the ignominy of 
defeat under which it has been resting for the last 
few months, it should commence the work of 
renovation at the ensuing epublican Convention.

sort to the methods which are boeing pursued by 
certain disgusting and detestable demagogs of low 
breeding and low cunning. To speak plainly, we 
will give an illustration: The man who is 
to-day engaged in getting up delegations and 
who is boasting that 10 has got the Convention in 
his pocket, 1s a man wude for months has been seek- 
ing tue place, and who is the least qualified of all 
the men who have been named for the position, 
and who, in connection with a boon companion, a 
few weeks ago attended an orgie and de bauch on 
Sunday, held by a man by the name of Koltze 
(milk contractor of the county) at his place in the 
Town of Leyden, —ogied and danced with the girls, 
smiled an awful and ghastly smile open the country 
bumpkins, and wallowed around all day and made 
a most beastly exbioition of himself.

C. H. WILLETT. 
. To the Batter of The Triduna. 

Curcaco, Oct. 18.—Is it not about time for the 
friends of Mr. Consider H, Willett to cease whining 
over the pretended cheat played on him by the last 
Judicial Nominating Convention, when they might 
spend their efforts to so much better advantage in 
enlightening the public on the qualifications of 
candidate for the high office into which they seem 


bent on foisting him? 

Mr. Willett was not defrauded at the last Con- 
vention. Far otherwise. Before balloting upon 
candidates that body adopted a resolution, as its 
rule of action, that each delegate should cast one 
vote for five separate names, and that the five 
candidates receiving a majority of the whole num- 
ber of delegates should be the nominees. It was 
not seen at the time this resolution was adopted 
that ander it more than five men might receive a 
majority; that six, seven, or even nine men micht 
recelve a nomination. The result of the frst 
formal ballot, however, showed tae defect in the 
8 it wae found that six candidates, 
to wit: th, Buell, Rosenthal, Wiliiams, 
Willett, and Reed, had each received a 
majority of the whole Convention, and, under the 
resolution, were each equally entitled to claim a 
nomination. It is true that Reed was the lowest 
in number of votes received, Willett leading him 
by three ballots; and, if the resolution had declared 
that those receiving the highest number of votes 
should be the nominees, Willett would have been 
rightly nominated. Baut all six had received a ma- 

ority of the Whole Convention, and, consequent- 
y, oy, a blunder the Convention had nominated 
six candidates where there were only five offices to 
be filled. Reed was entitied to claim a nomination 
equally with Willett, or with any other of the six, 
because he had rece! majority, and that was 
all the resolution called for. 

Manifestly, the only thing the Convention could 
do was what it did do: Declare the first oailot off, 
amend the resolution, and then take a new ballot. 
In this there wae no fraud. The fraud would have 
been in changing the rule after the ballot had been 
taken so as to kick a candidate out of the chances 
of a nomination which he bad fully as mach right 
to claim under the ution as any man before 
the Convention. 

Reed's friends argsed, and with reason, that 
there were delegates whose names were well te- 
wards the foot of the roli-cail, and whose cavice 
was for Reed as one of the five nominees; but, wuen 
such delegates noted from their tally-sneet as the 
roii-call progressed that Reed had already received 
the necessary majority, and his nommation was 
therefore assured, they cast their votes for some 
other candicate whom 183. desired to help as their 
sixth or seventh cnoce. they supposed that 
Reed's position was still in doubt, these delegates 
would have voted for him. 

This theory seems to ve sustained by the result 
of the final ballot. If Consider H. Willett had 
been tae choice of the Convention for one of its 
candidates, the new bailot would have shown it.

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SENATOR JOHNSON. 

To tie Bader af The Tribune. 
nta, Oct. 18.—Since it has been suggested 
that it might be impolitic to select Senator Johnson 
as the Republican candidate for County Treasurer, 
for the reason that he now represents a district 
which some deem doubtful, and thereby the party 
might lose a vote in the Senate, a consideration of 
the following figures must dismiss any apprehen- 


sion in this particular. 

Of the outgoing Senators whose successors 
will be elected - mext fall fourteen are 
Democrats and eleven are Kepublicans, 
leaving of the bold - over Senators 
Republicans, fifteen; Democrats, ten—a heavy per- 
centaee in favor of the former. While the retiring 
Republican Senators come from undoubted Re- 
publican districts, there is no reasonaoie doubt 
the Democrats will lose several members. Take 
the four following districts of retiring Senators for 
example: In 1876 Frantz. Democrat, from the 
Twentieth District, bad 371 majority, with two 
Democratic members of the House returned. In 
1878 this district elected two Republicans to the 
House. 

In the Thirty-second District. Jones, Democrat, 

had but 16 majority out of a total vote of 11, 884. 
The Greenback craze struck this district badly in 
1878, and the second Republican candidate for the 
House was defeated oy less than 100 votes. 
In the Forty-second District, Brink, Democratic 
Senator, had but 71 majority, while at the same 
election two Republicans were elected to the 
House, and again in 1878 two Republican mem- 
bers were returned. 

In the Forty-fourth District, r Democrat, 
had only a majority of 56, with two Republicans 
elected to the Lower Mouse. Others might be re- 
ferred to, but these are sufficient to indicate that 
the Republican majority in the next Senate will be 
at least ten votes, 

In conclusion it might be remarked that this ob- 
jection to the Senator's candidacy is based on the 
very thing that commends him most, —the certainty 
of his election tothe office of Treasurer if he be 
nominated, J. 8.

Manprip, Sept. 30.—The Spaniards are the 
thirstiest people in Europe, if not on the globe. 


They seem to be always as dry as a desert, and 


they drink almost any kind of liguid, ambition 


being one of their chief objects as well as pieas- 


ures in life. Ido not know whether “ thirsty 
asa Spaniard” is an accepted simile; but it 
ought to be, for I am ‘acquainted with no nation 
—and I have seen many nations—which so con- 


tinnally absorbs liquids as these supposed-to- 


be descendants of the ancient Iberiaus. They 
were certainly born thirty, and they remain so 
to their latest hour. It frequently happens that 
a Spaniard, just before dissolution, calls feebly 
for a drink, and, after getting it, slips out of 


existence, so that asking for and taking a drink 
are frequently his last words and his last act. | 


It must be a sovereign satisfaction to him to go 


out ot the world with his throat moistened, bo- | 


cause he would of necessity grow very thirsty, 
however short the passage, before arriving in 
another sphere. 

It might be thought that, as the Spaniard is 
extremely orthodox, he would be sure to drink 
in time less he might not securea drink in 


eternity, especially in the part of eternity he is 
sent to.

should so believe; he believes in it for others, 
not for bimself.

than that it is declared to bea. region where 
drinks are not procurable on any terms what- 
ever. 

The Spaniards are a very mixed race, though 
they are constantly talking of their pure blood 
and unadulterated lineage. Whether Castilians, 
Valenocians, Aragonese, Murcians, Cataiouians, 
Andalusians, Galicians, or Basques, they have 
one point in common, and this perpetual 
thirst, which is not merely a trait of the multi- 
tude, but of every order, condition, and trade. 
The entire country drinks whenever and wher- 
ever it may or cad. One reason for this inces- 
sant thirst is the excessive dryness of the 
climate; another that they are all so very 
bilious,—more bile than blood appears to be in 


their veins; and a third is that they are invaria- 


bly smoking. Between the climate, their bile, 
and the beating of their mouths and throats 
with burning tobacco, any one of which is suf- 
ficient to make them thirsty, they must mevita- 
bly have arid-throats. ‘The land and the people 
alike are parched. 

The southern Europeans are all presumed to 
be wine-drinkers, as the French and Italians are, 
and to drink very little eise. The Spasiards are 
wine-driukers, but they are water-drinkers also; 
in truth, no sort of liquid, unless positively re- 
pulsive, comes amiss with them. They are 

ully as fond of water as of wine, and in this 
they are Oriental. But they are partly Gothic 
and partly Arabic; consequently they love botn 
wine and water. Good water is a delight to 
them. They are «ver on the lookout for it; 
they need it for external purposes (irrigation, 
not ablution) and internal satisfaction. Water 
isajoy to their eye anda pleasure to their 
palate. The Moors who came from the East 
iully appreciated this element. They zealously 
sought the best springs; they formed narrow 
gorges into reservoirs; they made cisterns and 
lakes; they built aqueducts; their system of 
irrigation was too complete to be improved by 
those who came after hem. The 

FOUNTAINS OF THE PENINSULA 


are numberless; they abound in the South. 
They are found on the promenade, in the pri- 
vate dwellings, in the garden, in the market- 
place, and are formed by diverting the course 
of a stream from the mountains at a certain 
hight from its source, and carrying it by a canal, 
which retains the same elevation, into a reser- 
voir for the town to be supplied. The fountains 
here, as in the Orient, are the rendezvous of 
womaokind,—babies, children, youth, mothers, 
grandmotheers, and even great-grandmothers, 
meetin 
ters. Their varied and pictorial raiment, their 
striking faces and figures, their movements, 


positions, and gait, as they bring and carr 


divers pitchers, jars, and urns, make fine stud- 
ies for sketcbers and painters. Many Spaniards 
seem to be fonder of water than wine, for they 


‘will take any wine that is at hand; but they wish 


to know ali about water cre they taste it. They 
are indiffereut to the quality of wine, though 
they are very fastidious in respect to water. 
Indeed, the water almost everywhere iu this 
gun-burued land is better than the wine com- 
monly drank. We Anglo-Saxons may like sber- 
ry at home, but it is seldom seen here outside 
of the best inus and restaurants of the large 
cities, because it is dear and in small demand. 
Thousands of Spanish tradesmen have never 
put a drop of sherry, or Xeres as it is called 


here, to their dry lips, and the common people | 


koow nothing of it. 

You understand, after staying in the country 
awbile, why this is so universal, particularly at 
this season. It is very hot; there is no shade, 
searcely any verdure. lt is sufficient to make 
anybody thirsty to glance at any part of Castile. 
Everything shows- arid and baked; even the 
Prado, the grand promenade in this city, is bare, 
and brown, and torrid,and all objects in the 
neighborhood show likewise. The earth is cal- 
eined; the rivers are parched (the Manzanares 
here is sodry that its bed often needs to be 
watered to lay the dust). 

BACH GREEN SHRUB 

is shriveled; the olive trees are blanched; the 
whole Kingdom appears to be silentiv praying 
for moisture, moisture, moisture. ‘They have 
here a porous clay vessel in which water cools 
by evaporation, when placed in a current of hot 
air. It is ubiquitous; it 1s 14 ‘poles; it 
dangles from branches; it is attached to wagons, 
it is carried on mules; it stands in rows at each 
small inn or dwelling, and every laborer or 
traveler applies it to his lips as often as he may. 
Selling water is one of the most active trades in 
the Peniosula. Water-carriers throng every 
promenaie, crying, Water; who wants water 
(Agua; quien quieri agua)! They pronounce 
it, with the national propensity to exaggere- 
tion, colder than snow (mas fresea que la nieve), 
and tind abundance of customers; for a Spaniard 
who does not want to drink can hardly be a 
Soaniard. The water-vender usually bears his 
jar strapped on bis back, aud has 3 smail 
tin box fartened to bis waist and, — 
glasses and cups. He often carries also sm 

meringues, made of sugar and white of gs, 
which buyers dissolve ia their drink. In every 
town and city these water-traders have stations 
where they sell water. clear or mixed with or- 
ange or lemonade juice, sirups, cordials, and 
heaven knows what not. During winter they 
keep a portable stove to beat water; for many 


f Spaniards refuse to drink anything cold in cold 


weather, but drink they must have at all sea- 
sons. 
Their eternal thirst is amazing, and may be 
explained partially by the fact that they very 
rarely use it externally. In plain parlance, they 
appear to have areligious as well asa native 
prejudice against bathing or washing. bes | 
shrink from water in the 1orm of ablution, 
they are sustained ia their habit by the practice 
of many of thcir saints and pious monks, wout 
to regard dirt and piety as interdependent. 
Priests used to warn their feminine communi- 
cants not to wash themselves, saying that to do 
so was not only dangerous, but wicked. They 
certainly practiced, and still practice, what they 
preached and practice. They pointed to the

At half-paset 6 yesterday morning Peter Smith, 
who was shot Thursday at Englewood, breathed 
his last. He was sensible to within afew moments 
of his death, and recognized the acquaintances

In the absence of the County 
Physician the Coroner requested Dr. C. H. Love- 
well to conduct the post-mortem examination. 
Dr. A. H. Champlin assisted in making the exami- 
nation. Dr. Lovewell testified that death resuited 
from a gunshot wound in the back, which had pen- 
etrated the fifth vertebra and severed the marrow 
and fiber in the spinal column. He produced a 
piece of suspender aad cioth from a coat and two 
shirts which bad been forced into the wound. 

Julius Marsesenski, 
went off, testified through Mr. Rudolph Bi ’ 
who acted as 24 that he was going through 
the manual of arms, and had got the gun to a show]- 
der shift, when he noticed that the gun was nalf- 
cocked. dropped it into the hollow of his arm 
to letdown the cock; in doing which the gun went 

A number of witnesses were examined as to 
the relations of Joseph Meyer (who was held as 
accessory) and Smith. but all that was bronght out 
was that there was a sort of bantering kept up be- 
tween them for no especial reason. 

The afternoon was taken up in hearing the wit- 
nesses, and at G o'clock the jury brought in the 
following verdict: ‘* We, the jury, find thgt Peter 
Smith's death was caused by a gun-shot ound. 
which was fired from a zun in the hands of Julius 
Marsesenski. We also find that the shooting was 
accidental. We, therefore, recommend that Joseph 
Movers and Julius nski be released from 
custody.

ARMORY BAIL. 

A wail of wo went up at the South Division Po- 
lice Court yesterday morning. Last Thursday 
night the Armory police saw fit to arrest about a 
score of female street-walkers, who make State 
street hideous after nightfall. The professional 
bailer Marks kept a seat in front of the station for 
five hours, and, owing to the imputations cast 
upon him and others in the bail business, 
Lieut.

THE REPUBLICAN PRIMARIES. 

The Republican County Convention is to 
be held in Farwell Hall on Tuesday morning 
at 10 o'clock. The city primaries are to be 
held to-morrow afternoon between the hours 
of 2 and 7 o'clock. It would be almost lit- 
erally true to say that the election for 
County Treasurer, Superior Judge, and the 
four County Commissioners. to be chosen by 
vote of the city will occur to-morrow af ter- 
noon, for the result of the election hangs di- 


‘rectly upon the appointment of delegates to 


the Oounty Convention. The Republicans 
can carry the election if they place a strong 
ticket in the field; they will lose the election 
if they put up a weak one. The character of 
the ticket will depend upon the character of 
the delegates to be chosen to-morrow, and 
hence the Republican primaries will ur- 
tually determine the result, —suooess or de- 
feat. 

There is one way, and only one way, to 
secure a convention that will certainly nom- 
inate an unexceptionable ticket, and that is 
to appoint delegates of good character who 
stand uncommitted to any candidate, but 
who will be prepared to unite upon the best 
men whose names are suggested for the vari- 
ous offices to be filled. Any other procedure 
is abasis for trading that is simply disreputa- 
ble and scarcely ever fails to result in a 
weak or objectionable ticket in whole or in 
part. The theory of nominating by conven- 
tion is that a certain number of citizens are 
selected to represent. the ruling sentiment of 
the party for which they act. The ruling 
sentiment of the Republican party, actuating 
the great mass of all citizens who vote the Re- 
publican ticket, is that the local offices should 
be filled by respectable, honest, competent, 
and responsible men. This ruling sentiment 
has no favorit candidates. It does not pick 
out this man or that man, and declare that 
the Republican party simply exists in order 
to elect that particular individual to office. 
It does not contend that such a man ought 
to be elected because he has done the party 
a certain amount of service, nor another be- 
cause he isa good fellow and has a great 
many personal friends, nora third because 
he is in good ‘standing with the saloon ele- 
ment and can rally the gutterrats about 
him, All this is the work of personal blow- 
ers and strikers, who are hired to manipulate 
primary meetings. The ruling sentiment of

A PLEA FOR CLERICAL LARCENY. 
The misfortunes which have befallen a 


brilliant young preacher of this city during 
the past week are calculated to excite the 
sympathy of the hardest heart. Through no 
fault of his own—certainly by no solicitation 
on his part—he has been paraded as a special 
disciple of a London clergyman even more 
eminent than himself. It has been said 


that his zeal and admiration have carried him. 


to undue lengths; that he has occasionally 
sunk’ the admirer in the appropriator; and 
that his acknowledgments of literary ind ebt- 
edness have been somewhat tardy and reluot- 
ant. Tux Tammo does not desire to sit in 
judgment on this case. It js surrounded by 
difficulties of a hair-splitting and heart- 
breaking character, and the appeals from 
any judgment that might he rendered would 
be too numerons for the uses of our columns. 
Whether the Chicago clergyman has “‘ assim- 
Uated or ‘‘ appropriated ” the thoughts of his 
London contemporary is, after all, not so 
important a question as has been supposed. 
| There is a higher and better view of the sub- 
ject than any which may be involved in 
mere disputes about words. 


Nobody knows better than clergymen 
themselves how difficult it is to discuss old 
subjects in anew way. If the topic up for 
consideration were of comparatively recent 
date—if it were some affair of current politics 
or church discipline—its substantial merits 
would have to be ascertained, and debate 
about it would be possible. But, when the 
best minds of the world have been for any 
great length of time directed towards a con- 
troversy, the main points of it are soon settled 
in such a decisive way that nobody can ever 
again disturb them. And what is true of 
ordinary mundane affairs is true in a much 
higher degree of questions which have en- 
grossed the attention of the most 
liberal and intelligent portion of man- 
kind for eighteen centuries, The 
foundations of the Christian religion were 
laid ages before the present generation came 
upon the scene, and in the meantime every 
difficulty of interpretation, every variety of 
meaning, every degree of denial, has been 
met and discussed by some learned defender 
of the faith once delivered to the saints. Any 
new investigator will find that the doubts 
which trouble him occurred to hundreds of 
students before him; that the solutions 
which he arrives at were worked out ina 
clearer and more complete way by scholars 
who were dust before he was born; that his 
very figures and similes were anticipated by 
poets and orators hundreds of years ago. 
Analysis, exegesis, and apologetics have, in- 
deed, put the citadel of the faith in a very 
complete state of defense. 

Now what is to prevent the watchmen on the 
walls of Zion from using the means of defense 
that their prudent forefathers have provided ? 
If good has come out of Israel, what matters it 
whether this age or another js responsible for 
its production? . We cannot have 20,000 
Oxmrsostoms, or Bossvers, or Taxtons, or 
Parkers in the pulpits of the United States; 
but why might not Cunysosrom, Bossvrr, 
Taxton, and Pam preach in all our pul- 
pits at stated intervals? They would give 
much better satisfaction than some of the 
present occupants, and cost less. They would 
never have influenza or hay-fever, or exchange 
with a brother from the foreign mission- 
ary field,” or hie away to the mountains to 
gather early flowers. It is too much to 
expoct that our living preachers, with these 
great calls upon their time and the inci- 
dental labors of their parishes, should rival 
the master orators of all time,—and do it 
twice a week, There is not a 
Preacher living who, in the whole course of 
his pulpit career, can hope to preach a ser- 


mon equal to one of Jznzmy Tartan 's, or 


Wurm, or Kwox’s, Much less can any 


Tae Tano speaks on this subject with 
some authority, because, as a creator of 
thought, it has had much experience with 
those whe appropriate, and it has observed 
the benefits of the system which it advo- 
cates. It has seen 500 papers assimilate, 
appropriate, and print conspicuously as 
original matter, articles, or parts of articles, 
which first appeared in these columns, But 
Tun Tammo has not taken offense at these 
proceedings. Rather it has sought to en- 
courage and stimulate them. It has found 
pleasure in the reflection that its ideas are 
obtaining a wider circulation, being con- 
scious that wherever they go they will do 
good. It has also recognized the silent 
compliment which the appropriators have 
paid to the original source of informa- 
tion. To have one’s ideas stolen is 
no mean praise. Therefore we say to

And every 
weary clergyman who reads these lines will 
do well to consider whether it would not be 
wise for him to seek inspiration for next 
Sunday in the words of one of the great 
ereators of thought. If quotation-marks 
should adorn his oratory, so much the bet- 
ter; but, with or without them, the suffer- 
ing masses should not be denied access to the 
best and purest well-springs of pulpit elo-

REDUCE THE “TOWNS” IN CHICAGO. 

The people of this city will be called upon 
to vote at the election this fall upon the 
question of consolidating the three towns, 
North, South, and West Chicago, into one 
town, with one assessment, one collec- 
tion, and one set of officers. The 
County Board has this power ordina- 
rily; but Chicago ise blessed also with 
three governments for the several Park Com- 
missions. At present, the regular Town 
Boards in North and Wess Chicago levy taxes 
for park purposes, each within its own town 
jurisdiction, and this under an express au- 
thority of law. This difficulty stands in the 
way of an immediate and direct consolida- 
tion of all the towns. The Legislature has 
authorized the people of these two towns to 
vote on the question whether they shall 
transfer all the park jurisdiction now held 
by the Town Boards to the Park Commis 
sioners. If a majority of each town vote in 
favor of this, then the County Board will at 
once consolidate the three towns. As this 
change is already in force in the South Town, 
the question only needs the approval of the 
people of the North and West Towns. 

‘This reform must commend iteelf to the 
favor of every person whois not a profes- 
sional candidate for office. It will give all 
Chicago one Assessor, one Collector, one 
Supervisor, and one Clerk, instead of three 
of each class of officers, It will abolish the 
three Town Boards,” and provide for but 
oney and that of much reduced tax-eating 
authority. It will simplify and purify local 
politics, and reduce the salaried offices to 
one-third the number. It will break up 
much of the town inducement to fraud 
and corruption. It will put an end to the 
theory that the several divisions of the city 
have separate and distinct interests, requir- 


ing for their protection against each other 


separate and distinct officers. If this change 
be made there will be but one Assessor, who, 
instead of being the Assessor of a division, 
will be Assessor for the whole territory 
within the city limits, and will make his 
valuations upon a common and equitable 
basis. 

This is a matter of considerable local im- 
portance, which, to be approved, must have 
the votes of a majority of the persons 
voting in North and West Chicago. 
If neglected, therefore, it will be lost, 
and the only way to avoid this loss is 
for each Convention to order that the ques- 
tion be submitted to the people directly, by 
having it printed on the ballot. It is only 
necessary to print the affirmative vote, be- 
cause a vote silent on the question will count 
against the proposition. All that a person 
desiring to vote in the negative will have to 
do will be to tear off or erase all mention of 
the subject from his ticket. A slight atten- 
tion to this question will result in its ap- 
proval; a like neglect will result in its defeat.

THE PRICE OF BEER. 

There is war in the beer camp. The 
saloonkeepers protest against a supposed 
reduction in the number and size of the gal- 
lons in a beer-cask, The brewers protest that 
they have made no such reduction, and that 
they are taxed to supply costly signs to the 
retailers; then the consumers protest that 
they are compelled to pay five cents for a 
glass of beer which ought to be supplied 
for three cents. When beer sold for $12 or 
$13 a barrel, the price was five cents a glass ; 


»now beer is retailed at the same price, but 


the retailer pays only $8 per barrel. A keg, 
or one-fourth of a barrel, contains nearly 
eight gallons, for which the retailer pays $2. 
The keg contains 130 good, honest, full 
glasses of beer, which at five cents yield $6. 
This profit is 300 per cent; but when smaller 
glasses, and one-half foam, are delivered, 
the profit is much greater. Now, in this tri- 
angular fight the public have the most 
cause of complaint.

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MISSIONARY WORK NEEDED IN THE 
sOUTH. 


There was printed in Taz Curcaao Tara 
ung, a few days since, a statement from the 
Rev. J. C. Hanrzeuz, D. D., of New Orleans, 
editor of the Southwestern Christian Advo- 
cate, showing the results of the labors of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South in 


that section. It was stated by him that the 


Church has at present in the Squth 28 
Conferences, with 2,126 traveling ministers 
and a church-membership of 400,000, and 
4,381 Sabbath-schools, having 250,000 achol. 
ars. The chureh-buildings number 3,877, 
and are valued at $8,000,000. There are 
also 525 parsonages, worth over $700,000, 
The total value of church property is $8,- 
782,000. Of this property 1,700 churches 
and 162 parsonages, worth $1,868,000, be- 
long to the colored membership. In four- 
teen Conferences, principally colored, Mare 
are about 200,000 members; and in four- 
teen Conferences, mostly white, there are 
206,000 members. 

It was further shown that a large number 
of schools have been established, that a 
great educational work has been accom- 
plished among the colored people, and that 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, which only 
organized her work in the South since the 
War, stands third in the list in point of 
numbers, church property, and Sunday- 
schools, and first in aggressive missionary 
work among the poor and needy. In the 
eourss of his statement the reverend gen- 
tleman said : 

The demand for aggressive church work in the 
Southern States is very great. The Churches of 
Southern sentiment are gradually recuperating 
from the effects of the War, out they bave not the 
elements of power to do all the work demanded. 
There are in the sixteen Southern States 14, 000, - 
000 of veople,—9, 000,000 whites aad 5,000, 000 
of colored people. The aggregate membership 
and attendance of al the Protestant Churches 
white and colored— will not exceed 8,000,000, so 
there are 6,000,000 who are either Catholics or 
under no Church influence. These Churches lack 
the wealth and aggressive missionary force to save 
the masses of the people of the South. They are 
still permeated with the sentiments and prejudices 
of the past; but, granting them every element of 
power which they possess, there are yet vast out- 
lying fields for missionary enterprise in ail the 
Southern States which they cannot enter. 

The extract which we bave quoted above 
supplies a text for some Sunday sermonizing. 
A few days ago thirty-seven missionaries start- 
ed from New York for India, China, Palestine, 
Turkey, and Africa, under the auspices of 
the Baptist denomination. They went away 
uncer‘ain how long they would stay; how 
long they would be supported; whether they 
would make any impression upon the people 
they will seek to proselyte. All was indefinit. 
They went under great disadvantages. They 
are ignorant of the manners and habits of 
the people,—of their religion, of their 
morals, of their life, and of their language. 
If they should live to a very old age 
they cannot hope to perfectly acquire the 
languages, much less the dialects, of China, 
India, Turkey, Asia Minor, and Africa. Even 
if they should be able to acquire the faculty 
of speaking them, it can only be in a sort of 
patois, mainly unintelligible, like the pigeon- 
English of the Chinese. To send these lit- 
tle handfuls of men and women at long 
intervals to labor among millions of 
strange people, many of whom are al- 
ready ptejudiced against the missionaries 
who have sought to change their re- 
ligions, which are older than Christianity, 
and some of which have furnished Chris- 
tianity with its principal tenets, requires an 
immense outlay of money, the most of 
which is consumed in running the machinery 
to send them there, such as keeping up large 
establishments at home, paying salaries, and 
issuing publications. It is a constant drain 
upon the churches. It keeps the eontribu- 
tion-box in perpetual motion; and what is 
there toshowforit? Here and there a pros- 
elyte, who is liable to lapse back into his orig- 
inal condition when left to himself, and who 
has cost thousands of dollars; while all about 
us in the North, and all over the South, the 
field is white with the harvest, and the mis- 
sionary laborers are scarce. These mission- 
aries in far-off lands must confront the relig- 
ion of Conrvorvs in China, a great t acher of 
pure life and high moral precepts, many 
of whose sentiments bave been bodily in- 
corporated into the Christian system; of 
Bopp, who, according to all recent 
writers, exinbited the utmost unselfishness, 
self-forgetfulness, charity, aud purity of 
morals in every walk of life in which he 
appeared; of Manomer and of Moszs,— 
religions, the latter of which existed long 
before Christianity, and all of whose 
legends are substantially those of the 
Holy Scriptures. Is it any wonder that tho 
first questions which confront the missionary 
from his would-be convert are, Wherein is 
your religion better than ours? Wherein 
is your Deity better than ours? What does 
your religion do for your own people? Are 
they better than we? -Is there less crime and 
immorality among them than among us? Are 
your men more honest, truthful, temperate, 
virtuous, and moral than we? What is there 
in the teachings of your Bible that we can- 
not find in our sacred books? Is the 
civilization which you would introduce 
older, better, or purer than our own? These 
are but natural questions which the un- 
satisfied “heathen” asks; and yet all around 
us, right at our own doors, are thousands of 
men and women who caunot ask one of 
them, and to whom the means of grace are 
not brought. We spend thousands to 
proselyte one Jew or to convert one Hindoo 
or Confucian, but nothing for the millions 
in our own country who are suffering and 
dying without the opportunities that are 
offered to Borioboola Gua. i 
When the great work that has been done by 
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There are 2,000,000 illiterate voters in this 
country, and of these 1,700,000 are in the 
South. And there are Americans, white 
as well, as colored, who must in- 
evitably give their votes in the interests of 
immorality and irreligion until they are 
educated and learn something of practical 
morality by attending school, going to 
church, and reading their Bibles. The peo- 
ple of the South intend to remaiu there. 
The blacks have no intention of going back 
to ‘Africa. They are henceforth as much 
American as the whites, The Rev. Mr. 
HAnrzxzL says: : 

The 9.000, 000 of white people fought a brave 
and heroic fight for the Confederacy; but they were 
defeated, their property destroyed, their social, 
commercia], and religious systems were revolu- 
tionized, and to remold the sentiments of these 
millions on questions of politics, religion, and 
social life, and to bring them into harmony with 
their new relations among themselves, and with 
the colored people about them, and with the Gen- 
erul Government, constitutes of itself a moment- 
ous problem; yet this is only a part: There are 
the millions of freedmen who, without money, in- 
telligence, social or political prestige, cursed in 
body, mind, and soul by slavery, are to be ele- 
vated and given almost every element essential to 
American citizenship. Then between these two 
great masses are the race differences and social an- 
taronisms, inteneified by generations of slavery, 
and again intensificd by the War. To harmonise 
all these millions among themselves do that there 
will be mutual gooi-will, and bring them inte per- 
fect harmony with the spirit and established facts 
of the American Constitation as amended, is a 
National work, —greater by far than any which & 
single people was ever called to do,” 

There is no greater or grander missionary 
work that could occupy the attention of the 
Churches than the christianization and civil- 
ization of the South; and if the other de- 
nominations would give to it, as they should, 
the zeal, energy, labor, and money that hava 
been contributed by the Methodist Chureh 
South, what important results would flow 
from it, not only to the South itself, bat to 
the whole Nation! Are not the teaching end 
dissemination of Christian patriotism, the 
suppression of ignorance, injustice, dis- 
order, and erime in the South, and the en- 
lightenment of its people, of more conse- 
quence than the donbtful conversion of a 
few Chinese, Hindoos, Jews, or Turks, who 
are more religious, civilized, and enlightened 
than millions upon millions of our own 
people at home? It is a work which cannot 
be done by administrative orders from the 
General Government, by politicians, what- 
ever stripe they may be, by commerce, or by 
military force. It is the peculiar work of 
the Churches; and for the accomplishment of 
this work, upon which depends the salvation 
of the Nation, all the Churehes should meat 
upon some common ground of effort. The 
Buddhists and Brahmins can wait. They 
waited a great many hundreds of years be- 
fore Christianity was ever known. Mis 
sionary work, like charity, should begin at 
home. 

SPIDERS. 

It was noted in Ssptember by the curious 
that, when the first cold blast swept dowa 
from the north, the canning spider did not 
abandon its web and fise to its last resting- 
place—a hollow tree—to die. On thé con- 
trary, the much-abused little insect continued 
to pursue its diily avocation of pouncing 
upon and ‘greedi'y devouring the buzzing 


house-fly. Meantime, in its leisure moments, 


it extended its web as if preparing for a new 

lease of life, thus confirming the theory of 

a distinguished naturalist that when a 

spider spins along thread there is certainty 

of fine weather for at least ten or twelve 

days afterwards.” When the hot days of 

September came they found the spider 

ready to enjoy ite new harvest of flies, and 

doubtless also to add to its stock of eggs. 

If this be true the production of spiders 

next year will be large, since in an ordinary 

season each female spider is estimated to 

leave from 600 to 700 eggs. Ik, then, next 

year proves to be a good year for hatching, 

the careful housewife may calculate upon 

an addition of about 20 per eent to the 

usual crop of spiders. This fact will be of 
small interest to women who. gd. about 

sweeping away the silken web of the spider 

and smashing the humble architect, but of 

the utmost moment to the naturalist and the 

gentleman of leisure, whose field of opera- 

tions is thereby enlarged 20 per cent 

EvxLrx says: Ok all sorts of insects, none 

have afforded me more divertisement than the 
huniers, which are a sort of wolves that 

have their dens in rugged walls and crevices 
of our houses,—a small brown and delicately 

spotted kind of spiders. Deseribing 

minutely the process of the hunter in 
pursuit of flies, he says: Such I did fre- 

quently observe in Rome, which, espying a fly 

at three or four yards’ distance, upon the 

balcony where I stood, would not make

| The Arrangements for His Recep - 


tion Taking Shape. 


Another Conference Between the 
Two Committees. 


The Citizens Will Attend to Receiving 
Him at the Depot, 


And After That the Army ef the Tennes- 
see Comes te the Front. 


The Railroads Will Make Unusually 
Liberal Arrangements. 


A joint meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Army of the Tennessee and the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, to make arrangements for the reception of 
Gen. Grant, Nov. 12, in Chicago, was held at the 
Palmer House yesterday morning, commencing at 
10 o'clock. Gen. Strong was called upon to pre- 
side over the Joint session of the Convention, and 
Capt. McAuley was chosen Secretary. 

James P. Root wanted to know 

THE EARLIEST HOUR 
on Nov. 12 that Gen. Grant could get here, 

Gen. Chetlain replied that he had been in- 
formed that he would certainly arrive by 2 o'clock, 
and probaly by 1. The exact time would be an- 
nounced soon. 

Gen. Stockton stated that the railroad officials 
had informed him that the party would arrive here 
between 1 and 2 o'clock, and that they could reach 
here by 1 o'clock if necessary. They (the rail- 
road) @cials) wanted it distinctly understood that 
there would be out one oar attached to the engine 
conveying the party taitber. 

Gen. Chetiain said it could be arranged so that 
the column could be moved at 2 o'clock precisely, 
or sooner if necessary. 

Mr. Root wanted to know if the procession could 
be formed so that the column ‘could be moved at 2 
o'clock, and then if that would give plenty of time 
to make the parade contemplated before dark. He 
believed that the march contemplated a route of 
at least three or four miles, and plenty of time 
should be given. 

Gen. Chetlain said the whole column ought to 
be ready to move within five minutes after the ar- 
rival of the train; that Gen. Grant could not be 
kept waiting. 

Mr. Root wanted to know 
WHAT HOTEL GEN. GRANT Was GOING TO PUT 

UP AT, 
or whether he was going to Col, Fred Grant's house, 

Mr. S. H. Kerfoot said rooms for Gen. Grant 
had been taken at the Palmer House. 

Col. Loomis stated that Col. Fred Grant had in- 
formed him the evening previous that immediately 
on the General's arrival ia Chicago he would go 
directiy to his house, and that he would receive 
social calle there, and thaton the 13th-he would 
transfer himself to the Palmer House. 

Gen. Stockton suggested that arrangements had 
already been made for the accommodation of Gen. 
Grant at the Palmer House. 

Col. Loomis said it seemed to him that they 
Ought to get at the head of this thing. and not at 
the tail. He believed this conference was called 
for the purpose of comparing notes with the Citi- 
zens’ Committee, 80 as to harmonize this matter 
so that all parties would understand what was to be 
done. He, for ope, did not understand there was 
yet any subject before this meeting, and it seemed 
to him right and proper that the gentiemen repre- 
senting the citizens of Chicago should indicate to 
them .what it was they wanted to do, and he 
thought they should state it. 

The Chairman said be concurred with Col. 
Loomis, and be would call on Col. Klokke to state. 
COL. KLOKKEE 


stated that they had nearly completed 4 program 
among the members of toe Committee of Cil.cens. 
A program had been sugested by individuals, but 
nothing had been completed. The idea of starti 
the present movement was to give the citizens o 
Chicago an opportunity of receiving Gen. Grant. 
As an old soldier he was in full accord with the 
action of the Army of the Tennessee. He thought. 
however, if their program was carried out it would 
to a certain extent exclude the citizens from par- 
ticipating in the reception. The members of the 
Society of the Army of the Tennessee were to a 
great extent non-residents. The wea had been 
suggested by Mr. Root, and be thought it a good 
one, that a Reteption Committee be appointed 
to prepare an address on behaif of the citizens, 
and the moment the General arrives at the 
depot that they receive aim there. The Army of 
the Tennessee might be drawn up asa reception 
committee in open order, sothat the moment the 
General passes from the cars to take hie carriage 
he should pass through this column. At this time 
it might be proper tata few words of welcome 
be spoken. Of course, he said, it was not intended 
that an extended speech be made, but that it be 
limited to a few words of welcome. 

The Chairman, Gen. Strong, said that it might 
de proper for the Secretary of the meeting to read 
here the program they had adopted, to see how far 
that accorded with ideas of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee. — 

The program was read by Mr. McAuley, the Sec- 
retary. 


GEN. CHETLAIN 


remarked tnat, as Chairman of the Committee of 
Reception of the Army of the Tennessee, he would 
state as his idea that. as they had met here in joint 
conference for a certain purpose, if the citizens 
would appoint curresponding committees with the 
same number of persons that the Army of the Ten- 
nessee had, these committecs could confer together 
and agree upen the program tobe pursued. The 
Reception Committee could be selected by the 
Chairmen of the respective committees, and these 
two committees could act jémtly, and, being of 
the same size, they would thus receive Gen. Grant 
as half soldiers and half citizens. He threw that 
out as a suggestion. He thought it was quite 
proper that Gen. Grant should be welcomed to 
Chicago by a civilian. 

The Chairman of the meeting inguired how that 
would suit the citizens. 

Mr. Kiokke thought it would not be improper

COL. LOOMIS l 
rose and said he thought he could * something

arrival until he was safely housed with Col. Gran. ; 
that these citizens proposed to take the matter o 
their hands and see that it was properly done. 

It might have been expected that this frank 
avowal would produce a little commotion and 
some evidence of feeling. but it wae not so, The 
vets, being accustomed to military discipline, held 
their temper, and awaited the onset with tran- 
quiility and caimness. 

Col. Klokke said, apologetitally, that the citi- 
zens wanted to make this reception civil as weil as 
military in its chdéracter. 

MR. PERRY H. SMITH 


observed that the question was,.whether or not the 
reception of Geo. Grant would not be more agree- 
able to him coming from the citizens of Chicago 
first; not that any individual was ambitious or 
desirous of occupying the position, for he 
presumed there was no feeling of 
that kind on the part of anybody. 
But, he asked, would it not be better to welcome 
Gen. Grant to Chicago by baving him received by 
the city first, and afterwards taken care of by the 
Army of the Tennessee. In other words, he con- 
tinued, every human being living in the city would 
have an interest in tendering Gen. Grant a wel- 
come.

New Tonk, Oct. 18.—The money market 

throughout the week has been subjected to 
artificial manipulation, said to be for the pur- 
pose of depressing prices at the Stock Ex- 
change. The complex relations of the assay 
office to the bank reserve, growing out of the 
late extraordinary arrival of gold at this port, 
and the equally intricate relations of the Sub- 
Treasury to the money market because of the 
refunding business, and the obscurity that 
surrounds the unpaid called bonds, make the 
money market at this time peculiarly suscep- 
tidle to such manipulation. Tnese conditions 
rendered it less difficult for a few large 
operators to give an appearance of strip- 
gency to the market; yet it was 
at ne time difficult for brokers in good credit 
and with acceptable collateral to make up their 
balances at 7 per cent. 
At the Stock Exchange the market in the 
early part of the week was extremely strong 
and active, but towards the end relapsed into 
comparative duliness. During the last day or 
two the market has apparently solidified itself 
on the list of dividend-paying and substantial 
speculative stocks. Erie, whieh led the way in 
the active speculations of last week and 
the beginning of this, lapsed into dull- 
ness at lower figures during the last 
half of the week. It does not appear, 
however, that the dull movement in it 
has culminated; on the contrary, shrewd opera- 
tors look forward to the period of the annual 
election, now but a few weeks off, for a fresh 
impetus to advance. As usual in such cases, 
there afe skeptics who believe the intervening 
period will be utilized by large holders to sell 
stocks at prevailing prices. . 

Next to Erie, the speculation of the week cen- 
tered in Western Union, Lake Shore, and Union 
Pacific. Lake Shore has been quite active be- 
tween 9544 and 98, while without the official re- 
ports of the companies’ earnings the general 
traffic movement warranted the belief of large 
earnings.

The leading produce markets were easier 
Saturday, but not so weak as it was generally 
expected they would be.

ILLINOIS COAL-IINERS. 


The Strike in St. Clair County Assuming 
Imposing Proportions—A Great Meeting 
to Take Piace To-Day.

It was reported 
yesterday that the men who ceased work at one 
of the mines, the Alma, were compelled to do 
so by the strikers, but the latter deny that they 
intend using any force iu, carrying out their 
plans. In the mines where work is going on the 
men are getting three cents a busbel for dig- 
ae the price which is demanded as a stand-

the fashion of respectable married she-snakes 


who love their lords. In the afternoon, 
when the orphan went to graze the cattle, the 


male spake, in the form of a handsome youth, 


came to ber and said: “Sister, lam one day 
coming to take you home; so when 1 come de 


ready to start.“ One day, when the bouse peo- 

le had dined, the orphan took tie cooking pots 
O clean by the well side. Gathering the scraps 
into one pot she weat to bathe on the other side 
of the well. Your ladies need not be shocked, 
for Hindoos ot both sexes bathe with their bod- 
tes covered, and bathing consists in merely pour- 
ing water over themselves trom a bress vessel 
(loti) in moderate quantity,—say from a tum- 
blerful to a gallon, aceording to circumstances. 
Wheu the doo Cinderella was gone the fe- 
male spake, ceming out of the bole, ate up all 
the scraps. After bathing, the orphan came 
back to eat her dinner; but, finding it gone, in- 
stead of cursing the thief. as either of the 
„proud sisters of the cloder-wench would have 
done, she biessed bim, saying. May the stom- 
ach of the eater be cooled.” Hearing these 
words, the female suake was overjoved, and she 
told her busband to lose no time in bringing the 
orphan home. Such virtue was almost up to the 
ortuodox cobra standard. 

The male snake, taking human form, went to 
the bead man’s house, and told the orphan he 
was come to take ber home. Asking oo ques- 
tions—as no discreet voung woman sbouid of a 
bandsome youth under similar circumstances— 
she went with him. On the way the suake told 
ber who he was, and thaton entering his hole he 
would turn back into a snake, and she was to 
hold bim fast by the tail aud follow. Trusting 
and obedient (especially as the part indicated 
was not what Josh B. calls the business end“), 
she followed him, and at the bottom of the hole 
found a beautiful gold house set with gems; 
and in the middie, on a banging swingof precious 
stones, a female suake, thick with coming 
events. While the orphan held a lighted lamp 
the event did come, and seren little snakes 
blessed their parents, and blinked their bead- 
like eves at the hight. One of them climbed on 
the girl, who, in fright, let fall the lamp, and it 
cuit off part of its (the snake’s) tall. When the 
brood grew up they laughed at the bub-tailed 
victim, and he, discovering how he bad been 
mumed, registered a serpentine vow to kill the 
head man’s daughter. and wipe out the insult 
in blood! Makmg his way into the house, he 
found her, for it was Nagoanchmi Day, to-wit: 
July 24, A. M.?—worshiping snakes and laying 
out food for them to eat. Pleased with tins, be 
kept quiet till the girl left the room, ate the of- 
fering, and went back and told bis parents of 
the girl’s deyotion. The old snakes rewarded 
her freely, making her rich and the mother of 
many children. 

This is all of the Hindoo legend. Of its an- 
tiquity, all that can be said is that itis immense; 
bat the custom to which it gave birth still sur- 
vives, and I saw its celebration myseif this very 
day. From early morning until dark the noble 
and numerous fraternity of spake charmers 
have been perambulating the streets of Bom- 
bay, and calling upon the pious to worship their 
sinuous pets. This is done, and both snake and 
master are regaled with milk and grain, while 
a harvest of cepper pice is garnered into the 
pockets of the latter. Mr. Raghunath says that 
the Bombay Prabhu women fill leaf «ups with 
milk and pulse, and place them in corners of 
the garden for snakes to feed on; and, “as they 
are to snakes. no grinding, baking, or 
boiling is allowed in Prabhu houses.“ 

Among the Kschatrya caste there is a differ- 
ent form of serpent-worship on this day. The 
women of the houses take a square board and 
trace on it with rice-grains the form of a ser- 
pent. Turmeric powder mixed with catecbu 
and lime, and the powdered fibre of sapan wood 
and arrowroot, both in the form ofa dry 
powder, are then dropped on the serpent’s 
head, a touch of scevted arrewroot, abil. is add- 
ed, incense is burnt, flowers are laid over ail, 
and a special set of prayers, mentrams, are m- 
toned by a Brahmin. These are the words of 
one verse: 

Abeeichancha, gulalancha, chuwar-chundanma- 


wachs.

Anadeenee, danodhata. jinjeetam Purmeshwara, 
The god eternal, weaith donor, him I, with these, 
adore. 

A little brass cup of sweetened milk is tnen 
set on the spake’s bead, another verse is in- 
toned, some more washed rice is thrown, some 
campbor burned on a brass spoon, a final prayer 
is said, a bell rung, and, after the throwing of 
more flowers, the ceremony is concluded. The 
board is left intact until the following morning, 
when the rice serpent, with all its decorations, 
is thrown into the family well. 

We went to the festival, of course. It was 
over in the Nagpada quarter of the town, a 
densely populated district. While yet at a dis- 
tance we beard a great din of voices rising 
above the sound of bells, whistles, watchmen’s 
ratties, and other noise- making instruments of 
cacophony. The carriage stopped at a point 
where further progress for ‘it was impossible, 
and we alighted. We called a police Sepoy to 
our aid, and he elbowed a lane for us through 
the throvg of Hindoos, Mussulmans, and Arabs 
which blocked the street from house to house. 
Between a double line of booths for the sale of 
native and German toys and trinkets, sweet- 
meats, brass and wooden ware, portable mir- 
rors, and a host of other trifles; elbowed by 
men of every complexion and costume; our 
ears stunn with a clamor seldum equaied 
and surely never surpassed; called from the 
right and left hand by serpent charmers to 
worship their snakes and feed them; past 
merry-go-rounds and revolving swings, crowded 
with laughing adults enjoying the sport like 
children ; we forced abead until we stood before 
a sort of archea recess,—which Wimbridge, 
with an architect’s nice perception, said looked 
like a section of a brick sewer. It was white- 
washed within and witbout, and decorated with 
pictures of spakes done in red, and with 
splotches that might have been blood, but were 
only red lead. Ihe floor was lower than the 
street, and at the back, and at some distance 
from the ground, was a hole running into the 
earthen baok against the face of which the re- 
cess was built. The bole’s mouth was bedaubed 
with red paint, and hid by a heap of flowers 
that had been cast in as votive offcrings. A 
lighted lamp of cocoanut oil bung from the ceil- 
iny in front of the hole. ‘The genius loci was 
a dark-hued old gosseina, or female holy men- 
dicant, with a sharp eye, and her skiany arms 
and hands besmeared with milk, of which a 
perfect spray was constantly dashing into the 
cavern from the lotis or brass vessels of the 
worshipers. There was no praying nor any 
ceremonies going on; nor did the mystical 
oolidian who presumably inhabits the red- 
moutted hole put in an appearance. He never 
does, the old woman informed us, until mid- 
night, when for that one occasion of the whole 
year be comes and regales upon the jars and 
the packages of potables and eatables left by 
the pious throng. Whether he or the old wom- 
ao and her coliaborateurs do the business mat- 
ters not, since the viands are consumed and 
the dooors are satisfied. As we were coming 
back to our. carriage we saw, standing at an ele- 
vation above the crowd and above a host of 
other snake charming naa wallans, our friend, 
the Mohammadan juggler, mentioned in a pre- 
vious letter, but whose surprising feats have 
not yet been described. He cast us a knowing 
look of recognition, and upon its beg re- 
turned gave us his best salaam. 

Tuis obstivately-surviving serpent worship bas 
always been to the entiquary one of the most 
interesting subjects of study. its beginnings 
lost in the mists of the archaic ages. its geo- 
grapbical distribution seems to have been co- 
extensive with the globe itself. Fergusson

to Dave been the real 
progenitor of humanuity; but in its transforma- 
tive appearance of a2 man. The serpent—or 
rather the power it sym was not always 
an evil deity, for there were good ones, as we 
have seen; and the snake Bai stands guard at 
the doorwavs of the Egyptian heaven. Moses. 
by God's own command, raised aloft the brazen 
serpent of the Phoenician Esculapius, that any 


healing, was crow with an asp to symbolize 
eternal life; and among later nations the ser- 
pent bas stood as the emblem of a future ex- 
istence. And yet, until the present time, be- 
yond conjecture more or less clever, no archxol- 
gist bas really solved for us the mystery of its 
origin and true meaning. That this is known 
to afew Hindu recluses, I am told is the fact, 
and I hope to get access to them some day. 

in the Mel y ore iggy Krisana tells Arjuna, 
his favorit diseiple,“ that Vasuki and Ananta 
represents bim that is the divine essence 
among the Sarpas and Nagas respectively, two 
classes of serpent gods, or spiritual incarna- 
tions. The Nagas, and Sarpas appear both in 
the Mahabharata and the Puranas as beings 


endowed with miraculous powers, able to as- 
sume any form and go anvwhere without let or 


hindrance.” (See a most interesting illustrated 
paper on Serpent Worship, de Rao Saheb 
Vishvanath Narayan Mandlik, in the Bombay 


Branch Royal Asiatic Society’s Journal for 
1869.) In one of the Purans twelve serpents are 
described as forming the string of the sun’s 
chariot, one serpent being held to be sacred to 
each month.

Gujerathi legend about the origin of spake 


worship, in substance as Mr. Vishvanath tells 
i * 


Once upon a time there lived a Brahmana who, 
though possessed of much learning, was very 
poor. His wife was devoted to him; and since 
they could not gain a livelihood where they re- 


sided, she urged him to seek it elsewhere. Con- 


senting, he set out. For lack of anything Let- 
ter, she gave him a vessel filled with sweetened 
water as his sole provender. After journeying 
ten miles, the Brabmana lay him down under 
the shade of a great banyan-tree to escape the 
intense beat of the summer sun, and fel) asleep. 
Presently there issued forth trom the hollow of 
the tree the Takshbaka Naga, who draus all the 
sweet water from the sleeper’s vessel, and then 
coiled himself in this capital resting-place. 
When the Brahmana awoke he discovered bis 
loss and saw the serpent. He closed the mouth 
of the vessel with a cloth, thinking. in his de- 
spair, that he would give the vessel as a present 
to his wife, so that the snake might bite her and 
the children as well as himself, and so relieve 
them of their troubles and verations at one 
stroke. On bis return dome, his wife being 
away on some errand, he left the vessel with 
the children, to be given her on ber return, and 
then himself wandered off somewhere to 
await the catastrophe. She returns, opeus 
the vessel, aend—finds it to contain a 
necklace of diamonds! Fancy the joy, 
the reeall of the doubting busband, the 
feast, the sale 45 the necklace to the 
principal banker uf the eity at a good round 
sum. ‘The banker put the necklace int» his box. 
Soon after the raja, who was going to have a 
wedding ceremony at bis palace, wapted a 
diamond to complete the necklace. The banker 
went to get the tecklace to supply the raja’s 
necessit), opeved the box, and found—no neck- 
lace, but the iace of a living maie child, with hu 
thumb in his mouth, Banker, childless, re- 


joices; raja, surprised, but not skeptical. Ihe 


boy thrives, at 16 marries, and his wife comes to 
live with him, accompanied by a train of maiden 
com panions,—daugbters of the Takshaka Naga. 
These cuunumg minxes incite the wife to ask 
the busband to what race he belongs; which 
she, like many another fool, does; adding, to 
make his compliance surer, that she will not 
speak to him until he tells her the secret. He 
thereupon does not tell, but does start on a pil- 
grimage to Benares with her aud the baggage. 
Arrived at a forest where there was a large well, 
he told bis wife he would now answer her ques- 
tion. So saying, be descended into the well by 
a flight of steps and reached the water. Here 
he transformed himself into a cobra, expanded 
his hood, and disappeared. ‘The wife, left 
alone in the desert,—forthe snaky girls had also 
vanished,—too late repents ber curiosity, and 
utters loud lamentations for several days suc- 
cessively. At last a shepherd beard ber cries, 
came, and, being told ber story, gave her sound 
shepherd advice. She must return home, ob- 
serve the Vraia of the Naga panchami, and fill, 
in the month of Bysakha or Vaishakh,—April- 
May,—four kundas, or pools, with milk, sandal- 
wood, flowers, and upguents. Having done 
this, she should go up a tree and watch results. 
The great snake god would come, drink the 
milk from the milk pool, roll bimself in the 
next pool, go to the third and rab his body with 
flowers, partake of the unguents (spices!) in 
the fourth, and end by blessing the person who 
had so hospitadly entertained bim. At this 
auspicious moment she must descend from the 
tree and claim from her ophidian father-iu-law 
the blessiug and the return of his son, ber er- 
rant busband. She took this golden counsel, 
everything succeeded admirably, the lord of the 
serpeuts was pleased to grant ber prayer, and 
her lost but not forgotten one was recalled 
from Pataia (our America), and gracious\y con- 
sented to hve with her again. The legend con- 
cludes by saying tnat this lesson of conjugal 
discretion and felicity inculeates the propitia- 
tion of the Naga Devata, or the serpent deity.”

DR. LORIMER. 
HIS WONDERFUL MEMORY. 
To the Hattorf The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Oct. 18.—My attention was called 
this morning to the attack on Dr. Lorimer, and 
I read the article with amazement. The animus 
of the paper was unmistakable, and puts the 
reverend gentleman who is ite author at great 
disadvantage. tie is evidently not familiar with 
memories like Dr. Lorimer’s, and cannot un- 
derstand them. He does not know how euch a 
memory will serve a person an ill turn, as often 
perhaps as a good turn. Will you give me the 
opportunity to testify in the case? 

I belong to a family where three persons have 
bad similar memories. An uncle, a man of pro- 
found erudition, once repeated in my hearing 
several pages of Scott's “Lord of the Isles.“ 
Tomy question, “When did ydu memorize 
that!“ he answered, I bave not read it even 
in many years. I believe I read it when I was 
10 years old. I was delighted with it when I 
took it home; it was a borrowed book; the gen- 
tleman to whom it belonged asked me what 
part of it I liked best, and I repeated more than 
balf of it. I thiok I could bave repeated the 
whole, and I haa read it only once.“ 

He was appointed Historian of the denomina- 
tion to which Dr. Lorimer belongs, and came to 
Providence, R. I., to consult authorities in the 
college library. He reads the Latin notes of old 
volumes as readily as a student reads his weil- 
conned Cicero,—and be remembered them 6o as 
to repeat them afterwards. He had edited in 
his youoger manhood “ The Religious Encyclo- 
pedia,” and hfs store of knowledge seemed to 
me to surpass that held between tne covers of 
the bulky book. 

My sister, a well-known writer, lived during 
her widowhood in Philadelphia, retaining her 
interest in the paper established by ber husband 
and known as Neal’s Saturday Gazette.

Her resume of 
any book that pleased her wes equal to the book 
itself, or the best possible abgiract of it. Tuts 
made her a wonderfully interésting and brilliant 
talker, as my uncle bad been. ‘ 

Her daaghter graduated ata popular school 
whose curriculum was very extended. She was, 
like ber mother, often laid aside from all use of 
her eyes by a peculiar affection of the rision. 
She took prizes in classes When she could onl 
** the lesson by hearing ber roommate re 
t over. 

Neither my husband nor myself has the 
great verbal memory of those that I have men- 
tioned, but we are equally ready in the fact or 
idea, taking it coherently and reteotively.

WHAT CAN ONE WEAR? 
New York Herald. 

Handsome fall suits to be worn iu town are 
of fine dark woolen cloths, cashmeres, and 
camei’s hair fabrics, combined with narrow 
striped velvet, alternating witb a line of brocade 
80 narrow as scarcely to do more than furnish a 
suggestion of that blended color which is con- 
trasted with that of the body part of the fabric. 
‘hese velvets are used in small quantity, sim- 
plyasatrimming. The objection to coduro\ 
last vear was one of color; shades could not be 
found to match the fine dark cloth shades of 
woolen materials. This difficuity ne louger ex 
ists, as colors this season match the cloth and 
worsteds, and the fabricitself is greatly im- 
proved in finish, In the making of woolen suits 
che most important change has been the sub- 
stitution of the trimmed skirt for the overskirt. 
This renders the dress more compact, less bur- 
densome, and more susceptible of complete and 
uarmonious design. The principal changes iv 
costumes are made in those for indoor wear. 
ind yet the changes are not decided. 

The long seams extending to the shoulder, 
where the side forms are introduced, are not seen 
on the latest imported dresses. The seam is 
now curved to the armhole, after the fashion of 
afew years ago. It is thought that the long 
seams give a narrow effect to the shoulders and 
apparently ſucre as the size of the waist. The 
extra side form at the front is still used, as it 
obviates the necessity of cross basque seams. 
Shoulder seams are still short, and sleeves, un- 
less on Gewmi-toilets, are long enough to cover 
allthe arm. A very elegant biack reception- 
dress, imported by a leading house for the fall 
opening, is made ag follows: A square train is 
laid inalarge Watteau plait, which is uncon- 
fined and opens as it nears the foot. The mate- 
rial is of black satin, with alternate stripes of 
brocaded velvet. ‘he train is slashed at inter- 
vais of about eight inches up twice the distance, 
and puffings of black satin introduced.

A black vei- 
vet dinver-dress bas a reunded train, trimmed 
with four shirred flounces, lined with cardinal- 
red satin, and draped with velvet embroideries 
in a massive floral pattern in natural colors. 
Ihe extraneous garniture consists of a mixe 
silk and head-fringe in colors to match those in 
the embroidery. This is regarded as one of the 
most elegant costumes ever brought to this city. 
A duplicate is in sapphire blue satin. 

BRIDAL COSTUMES. 

Among the newly imported dresses exhibited 
the past week some magnificent toilets were 
noted, ordered for a bride. The wedding-dress 
is of white satin, richly oraamented with roses 
and orange-blossoms; the veil is a novelty, for 
it is of point d’esprit tulle, edged with point 
d' Alencon. A gery elegant dress was in twoshades 
of roses—tea-rose and rose de la reine.

The foiding-door opening from the 
ladies entrance into the passage to the office was 
folded snug back against the wall at the entrance 
to the elevator; At the signal, passing my arm 
through the crack of the door over one of the 
hinges, I pushed the folded door out six or sight 
mehes from the wall tili I could see through the 
giass window on that side of the elevator-door. 
In about two seconds, just as the door came into 
position. down plunged the elevator witb its eight 
occupants, with a crash gud aroar as su and 
startling as when a thugdervolt strikes a tree peur 
you, the noise only less terrific. None were in- 
jured by the concussion, although a large volume 
of the airinclosed in the well was lost by the burst- 
ing out of the top of the door-casement at tne 
lower entrance of the elevator. This was occa- 
stoned by the flimsy fastening of the casement 
when it was first put ae. Not a single mortice, — 
only a few nails held it in place. it seemed to 
make no resistance to the sudden compression o. 
the air under the falling car. The whole casement 
from top to bottom was rip entirely, throwiny 
fragments of plastering aud of the half-inch glass 
windows in all directions, One side was arreste i 
ny the ey of the folding-door, only six inches ia 
front of it; the other side and were torn 
wholly down. The timely caution of Mr. Elli- 
thorpe before the signal, warning the bystanders 
te move from in front of the glass door-piates, 
probably saved some lives and many serious 
oruises. One man only kept his seat on the cush- 
ion opposit the entrance, he was 8 
orulsed. But the open folding-door protecte 
him from the crash of the casement on that side. 
Yortunately the volume of air escapi through 
this rent was insufficient seriously to impair the 
effect of the patent. It proved perfectly safe in 
spite of this large escape of the compressed air on 
which security depends. But it is a significant 
warning te builders to do all their work thor-

“THE RECENT ELEVATOR ACCIDENT.” 


To the Editors of the Boston Datly Advertiser: 
Under the above heading I findin your edition of 
this morning an articie written in derision of the 
Kllithorpe patent air-cushion, and in a spirit hostile 
io it. As one of the spectators at the recent triai 
it the Parker House, I would like to state that the 
patent did just what is ciaimed for it, saved from 
leath or serious injury the persons in a falling 
elevator-cab. At the sounding of the whistie in 
the lower floor, the cab was cut loose on the upper, 
and weimmediately heard the hiss of the air as it 
escaped around the cab and through the vents 
orovided for it. When the failing cab resched a 
point some fifteen feet from the bottom of the 
shaft, the compressed air, exercising a power per- 
naps equal to twenty tons, checked the fall great- 
ly, lessened the speed, and the cab began 
siowly to descend, At this moment the plaster- 
ing over the door, puable to withstand the 
oressure, gave way, and the whole front of the 
ower portion of the shaft blew out, the cab in- 
stantly faluug a dozen feet. Had this lower por- 
ion been properly constructed the car would have 
descended without a jar. I care not who invented 
it, Or what the pressure on the bottom of the car 
vas, the experiment—only partially successful— 
showed that the claim of absolute safety was theo- 
retically correct, inasmuch as those in the car were 
injured solely by the fall after the door gave wa) 
and the cushion became useless.

HOW STRAKOSCH MADE OUT AT THE ACADEMY— 
THEATRICAL BUSINESS—MORE ‘** PINAFORE.’’ 
Special Correspondence of The Tridvwne. 
Patt. Pa., Oct. 16.—It did not require 
more than one or two hearings of Mr. Strakosch’s 
Italian opera company this fall to ascertain that he 
was again trying the perilous experiment in which 
he sunk $60,000 in 1873. In tnat year, you will 
remember, he had a company with four prime 
donne—Albani, to whom he paid $500 a nigat when 
she sang; Potentini, a very good dramatic prima 
donna of an uncertain age: Heilbron, who has 
since sang with great success in Paris, St. Peters- 
burg, Moscow, and Vienna, having been especially 
engaged to create the part of Virginie, in Masse’s 
**Paul et Virginie,” ana to whom Mr. Strakosch 
paid $500 a week. Donadio, who has since at- 


tained a position on the operatic stage 
as high as taat of Mlle. Heilbron, was 
then a young, but a very good singer, 


whom Mr. Strakosch got for haif as much as he 
paid Heilbron. Then he had also Carpi, a very 
good tenor, Jamet, Nannetti, and Scolara, and 
Miss Cary for contralto. It was avery good com- 
pany indeed, but they had their reputation yet to 
make, and we refused to pay to hear any artists 
whose price had not been doubled by European 
success. This company sang in Chicago to as littie 
as $386 in an opera that has never been sung since 
in this country, but was very well received in Paris, 
— Marchevti’s ‘* Ruy Blas. There was not more 
than one or two houses during the fortnight tnat 
touched $3,000, and more than half fell consid- 
erably below $2,000. The story was the same 
everywhere. Max lost from 531. 000 to $2,000 a 
week. and finally told Mr. Guv, who was farming 
out Albani to nim at asalary three times as much 
as he paid her himself. that he could not keep her 
any longer, and early in tne spring Max gave up 
the struggle against the fates and disbanded his 
company. 
ANOTHER NEW COMPANY. 

This year he is trying again to see if American 
opera- goers will judge for themseives and take 
artists at their real worth, whilethey are yet young 
and fresh, and before they have wasted their 
strength in trying for a foreign reputation. Not 
that his people are unknown, for they have come 
to us witha good name, bat they have none of 
them got the Paris and London stamp; their reputa- 
tion is more provincial. Miss Davenport, who 
chooses stillto hide her personality behind the 
fiction ofan assumed Italian name, is a young 
singer who has every opportunity to oe one of the 
finest emotional singers that we have upon the 
operatic stage. She is not heavy and tragic, bat 
she is intense, and spe has inherited her full share 
of the dramatic talent or the family. She has u 
sweet and exvressive, sympathetic voice of mod- 
erate compass, and somewhat limited range, but 
it has been cultivated in the oest of Italian schools. 
and she nas been singing in the Italian cities where 
they are nothing if not critical. and taey will 
tolerate neither liberties with the score ‘nor 


carelesness in execution. So she is an honest 
singer. Her intonation is pure and cor- 
rect, and she phrases very nicely. 


She never forces her voice in the least, and 
she uses the mézza voce with charming effect. In 
the last act of Traviata she sang with perfect 
ease, and yet always using the mezza voce. Her 
2 wus intense and strongly realistic, aad she 
had the facuity that Adelaide Phillipps possesses to 
a remarkable degree of filling her voice with tears. 
Just before the curtain fell sue rose from her chair 
and, after an apparent effort to utter a note, sae 
sang such a plaintive strain ina minor key that 
it thrilled every one in the audience. The last 
note died away, there was a a stiffening of 
the limbs, and she feil back into the arms of Ger- 
mont. i have never seen that act better done. 
Teresa Singer, who 18 announced as a dramatic 
singer, fully merits the title. and she won a place 
at once. She is remarkably strong, and siways 
full of fire and force, inding me more of Lucca 
than any other singer that I have everaven. Ler 
lower notes are wonderfully pute, rich, sweet, 
and strong, and she gets some very fine effects with 
them. The upper notes seem not only less pure 
but neither clear nor penetrating, and yet in all 
the concerted music ber voice was heard 
above the rest, and it evidently had a quality 
that distinguished it from all the others. he 
has a dslightfol manner, acting with an abandon 
and intensity that irresistibly carries the audience, 
aod receiving well-earned aopiause with the eager- 
ness of a child. She seemed loth to take a recail 
alone, and on the nigat of her first appearance 
wnen she was recalied after the long scene between 
herself and De Bellocca m Aida, the latter 
having left the stage, sne darted across t, get her 
to come forward and share the applause. The men 
of the company are fine specimens of mannood , 
Castelmary is perhaps the best Menaisto that we 
have ever seen in the country. He is over six feet 
in higut, with a full. rich, bases voice befitting his 
fine figure, and he acts with an airy grace and 
lightness that we are not accustomed to associate 
with the Mephisto of ‘* Faust.” Hise devil isa 
roliicking fellow who delights in doing evil for the 
real pleasure that there is in it. He never thinks 
of tae future, nor cares he so long as he can find 
rome fresh scheme of villainy to occupy him. 
Petrovitch, the new tenor di forza, is alse a six- 
footer, and be made an excellent impression in 
„Aida, as did also Storti, the new baritone. You 
Will also und that De Belocca, Gottschalk, and 
Lazzarini have all gained in voice and style since 
last season, and carry more weight than they did.

A TRAMP. 


His Narrative of His Journeyings from 
South to East, and East to W st. 
Daniel W. Reed—aged 21 years, native of Phil- 
adeiph'a, alleged dome Boston—walked into Tus 
Tripuns office the other day, and inquired for the 
city editor, who turned him over tothe tender 
mercies of areporter. Daniel is a representative 
tramp of the nineteenth century, —not a villainous, 
murderous tramp, but anitinerating, good-natared 
fellow, who has been doing the United 
States afoot—whenever he could not 
catch 8 fide on a cow-catcher or 
charm the heart of a conductor by his superior 
whistling powers. He was d in a shiny suit 
of butternut, and wore a soiled. broad-brimmed 
sombrero, after the fashion of ‘the Soutbera 
pianter. He spoke correctly and fluently, and was 
precise in tae spelling of some words, as he nar- 
rated his eventful career. He opened out by say- 
ing that he had been telling his story to some of 
Allan Pinkerten's pelicemen, and they had said it 
would be s good thing for a newspaper sketch. He 
straightway sought Tun Trirscne as the proper 
source to enlighten the public about his travels and 
adventures by food and field. Without inflicting 
upon the reader the interrogatories that were nec- 
essary to bring out the experiences of Daniel, the 
reporter will let him tell hie story in his own way: 
“I WAS BORN IN PHILADELPHIA, 
June 8, 1869, and my folks shortly afterward 
moved to Boston, where my father joined the 
church, and goon began to maul me. He kept it 
up antil I was 13 years old, and then to get rid of 
me sent me to sea in charge of Capt. Dudley, of 
the bark “loria M. Herjourt, bound for Gaiveston, 
Tex. Lwas to go as cabin-boy, but the Captain 
pot me before the mast and used mecrueliv. He 
treated me so badly that I ran away from him at 
Galveston, after having, 
forecastle, had 
up 1 city : 
1874, on the steamsaip Whitney, for New 
Orleans., and arrived there Nov. 16, and remained 
until the 2ist. it was a strange place to me. and 
I scarcely knew which way to turn vor what to do. 
I went to the New Orleans. Jackson & Great 
Northern devot and got on a passenger-train. The 
conductor put me off at the first station. and I got 
on again. At another station I was put off again 
and firmly warned to stay off. But 1 got on the 
Pullman car, deeming it good enough for any one, 
and rode fifty * when I was again discovered 
and put off. Then I 
BEGAN MY TRAMP IN EARNEST, 
to Madison, Miss. 150 miles. On the road 
I hi on raw sweet potatoes, and slept by the 
wayside. I stopped at Madison a few days, with a 
man named Lane, and then went on to Canton. 
Mise. When about to cross a bridge I heard the 
cries of a man for help. and, with the aid of a 
fence-rail, rescued him from wning. He was 
very grateful for the service, and I remained with 
him until Dec. 23, 1874. when I went on the road 
aise and walked sixty-seven miles to Winona, 
las. where I i witha —1 named U banks. 
worked for him—and nothing—until 
Feb" 18, 1875. and then yt FE — to start 
for Boston. I 8 9 miles the first 
day, reaching Grenada. and thence to Water Val- 
ley, thirty-five miles. From the latter place I 
footed it to Jackson, Tenn., without a stop—117 
miles; thence to Milan, Tenn., and then on to 
Cairo, III. Liived on hickory nuts and water for 
four days and nights on that tramp. I next 
started for the mounds. On my way througn 
the woods, I whe chased by black wolves, 
and, being closely pursned by them, sought 
shelter on an irou truss bridge of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, where the hangry beasts could not 
reach me.

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UTTER DESTIT UTION. 


A Case of Degradation and Starvation on 
the North Side. 

A case of unusual misery and wretchedness, even 
in acity like Chicago, where suffering and brutality 
abound, came to light yesterday at 197 Orchard 
street, in the North Division of the city, at the 
home of Fritz Retzlaf, if the miserable tenement 
to be found there can be called a bome. The 
Coronet was notified yesterday afternoon by some 
people residing in the neighboraood that there was 
a case there which demanded hiy attention. Tue 
Deputy Coroder proceeded to the spot, anfl found 
the dead body of a child there L years old. The 
name of the dead child was Menry Reizlaf, 
the son of Fritz Reizlaf and his 
wife, who were both there. A jury was 
impaneled, and, after hearmg the evidence, 
a verdict was rendered that the child died for want 
of proper nourishment and care. This enddd the 
official duty of the Coroner. The circauma@ance at- 
tending the death of the child and the 

CONDITION AND HABITS OF THE FAMILY 
were matters with which bis official position and 
inquiry had nothing whatever to do. In this case 
they were so unus ut and hideous that he deemed 
them worthy of notice, and he, therefore, called 
the attention of the press to the ciroumstances, 
From the neighbors and policemea who are familiar 
with the family, a most disgusting ana terrible 
story was gleaned. At present it consists of Me. 
and Mrs. Retzlaf, a boy of 10 years of age, à boy 
of7 years, a girl of 5 years, a baby at the — 
and the dead infant, livingin the most wrote 
destitution and filth, in one room of a — — 
house. A family of German Poles live in the other 
rooin. The Retzlaff family are all of 
them beggars, and they live from day 
to day upon what they can get from the streets. 
The result is they seldom have an adundance of 
food. and often none st all. The room in which 
they live is | beyond description. and such 3 
steuch arises from the place that it is unbearable 
to decent nostrila. The jury were able to tarry 
— long enough to cateh a glimpse of the body 

retire from the thick and pangent atmosphere. 
The mother sat on the floor, clad in rags, wita the 
baby in ber arms, in a stapefied condition of miad 
scarcely above that of a hog. She was too imbe- 
eile from starvation, whisky, aud wretchedness to 
give any account of the condition or the ciream- 
stances of the family. The father was not much 
better. It was from the sources mentioned above 
that the reporter learned that it was the habit of 
the father o taxe the money brought in by the 
children at night and go to the grocery 
and bay whisky with it. The father, and 
mother, and children would then all become wild 
with liquor, and fight and howl through the night 
until exhausted with their orgies, when they 


would 
SINK tNTO A STUPO 2, 


from which they would not arouse until the next 
day. In this manner they have lived, The neigh- 
bors say there were formeriy two other children, 
who, like this one, have died of neglect and star- 
vation. The baby, now several months old, is 
thought to be too ar gone with privation and hun- 
er and want of attention to recover. Its little 
imbs are shrinken with famine, its face is pinched 
and pale, and its body is covered with sores and 
filth. Its hair is stiff and stringy with dirt, and ite 
hands and face covered with the grime and soil of 
the place. Nothing so pitifai and toaching could 
be imagined, and no exhinition - a hu- 
man misery could be o shocking any 
one of sensibility. Even those accus 
the filth and poverty of the poor pansed, 
before. this moving spectacle. The body of 
dead child was removed and buried ny tae count 
A young German ladx connected with a North $1 e 
euurch took charge of a small sum of money pro- 
vided by the Relief & Aid Society and procared 
food for the family, for which all of them seemed 
to be sufférinz. She also, with the assistance of 
others, did something towards remov some of 
the filth from tue room and making t * 
more comfortable. The mother appears 
suffering from lack of food and from disease. rhe he 
caildren are in 
A HALF FAMISHED CONDITION, 
and, but for this timely assistance, would have 
perished of want. The old man was formerly a 
tailor, but latterly he had led a life of idleness and 
dissipation, maintaining an existence from the 
mendicancy of the children.

‘THE CIGARMAKERS. 


The Manufacturers Yield, and the Strike is 
at an End. 


The Conference Committee cf the Cigarmakers’ 
Union met with the Manufacturers’ Committee at 
No. 85 Dearborn street yesterday afternoon for the 
purpose of seeing whether any understanding 
could be arrived at or not, and to allow the Confer- 
ence Committee to present a report of the action 
taken by the Union last evening upon the mana- 
facturers’ bill of prices. 

Mr. Wagenfuebr occupied the chair, and called 
firet for the report of the Conference Committee. 

Mr. Hirth reported for the Committee, and said 
that, awer due deliberation, the Union had unsni- 
mously d&ided to reject the bill, and to upheld the 


cigarmakers’ schedule of prices. 

Mr. Wagenfuebr said that nine-tenths of the 
cigarmakers' bill had been accepted by the mana- 
factorers, and that he was sorry to see that these 
small differences—regarding only the seed cigar— 
had caused the men to reject the manufacturers“

lence was maintained he should be 0 to clear 
the room. 

Mr. Goldwater seconded Mr. Wagenfuehr's repri- 
mand, and asked the men to keep quiet or leave 
the rom. 

MR. JOHN LUSSEN, 
one of the mannfacturers, said that he was fm favor 
of accepting the report of the Conference Commit- 
tee, and acceding to the demands of the men, as he 
ceemed them but just 

Mr. Wagenfuehr said that he did not wish to 
make any remarks on the subject. but that he 
thoaght that the one small item of difference in the 
bills should bave been conceded dy the cigar- 
makers. There was no combination among the 
manufacturers in the cty, and there never had 
been. The manufacturers bad rights as well as the 
men, and he thought that they should obtain some 
recognition. However, he should take his men 
back Monday morning and pay the schedule prices 
called for by the men. 

Mr. Hirth said thatthe reason thatthe man- 
facturers had conceded as much as they had was 
because the demands were so moderate, It was 
no credit to the manufacturers, but rather à com- 
pliment to the cigar makers. 

It was soon evident that victory had perched 
uvon the banners of the cigarmakers, and, as 
nothing more could be done, the mecting ga- 
joursed. 

Aithoagh there was no formal acceptance of the 
cigarmakers’ bill, there is virtually a concession 
on the past * the manufacturers. After the meet - 
ing, Cohn stated that. although the de-

IN A NUTSHELL. 
SUMMING UP OF GRANT'S TOUR OF THE WORLD. 


ect Dienten to The Tribune 
PunapeLtrun, Pa., Oct. 19.—Johbo Russell 


Young has contributed to the 7.mzs, of this city, 
for publication to-morrow, five columns, inter- 
view form, in ‘review of his trip around the 
world with Gen. Grant. It is a careful and 
graphic presentation of bis own, as well as of 
Gen. Grant's, impressions of men and things 
as seen on their tour. Omitting much that is 
not of special interest, although the whole 
story is well told, the following are the salient 
features of Mr. Youug’s itinerary: 

“I really first accompanied Gen. Grant when 
he left Nice, on the American man-ol-war Van- 
dalia. This was the first part of the tour 
around Wis Word. We visited the Mediter- 
ranean ports, the Holy Land, Egypt, and Malta, 
and had a very pleasant stay at Naples. ‘The 
Khedive, although he was even then in a good 
deal of trouble, received Gen. Grant with great 
distinction. We saw Egypt under favorable cir- 
cumstances. The Khedive gave Gen. Grant a 
palace in the suburbs of the Capital, aa Oriental 
building with a French decoration and furni- 
ture, and sent the General up the Nile in his 
own yacht. I think that Gen. Grant made the 
fastest trip on record. Our visit to the 
Holy Land was exceedingly interesting, because 
of its associations, although we were unſortu- 
pate ia our journey sofar as the weather was 
concerned. The trio to Jerusalem was through 
a desolate country,—mournfully desolate. The 
very earth seemed to be washed away from the 
movuntaio-tops, as if Nature was wreaking her 
vengeance on Valeetine. Jerusalem itself is 
about what you would expect to see a closely- 
built walled city in the mountains, without any 
special trade, with all menner of nationalities 
huddied into its streets, under the control of a 
Turkish Pasha, crowded, dirty, and, but for the 
charm of its associations as the home of 
our Savior, would soon pass away. Palestine, 
under a good Government, could be made a 
rich country. I remember, as we rode across 
the Piains of Sharon, 

GEN. GRANT SAYING, 
and be had a keen eye for such matters, that 
*that plain alone, properly cultivated, would 
supply the whole Mediterranean nations with 
wheat and corn.’ 

“ We were in Turkey during the time of the 
Russian occupation of Stefano, when we saw 
the Russian troops within an hour’s ride of 
Sopbia. The Turks were very kind to Gen. 
Grant. The Sultan, though he was in the 
agony of signing a treaty of humiliation 
and dismemberment for his country, showed 
him great attention. We did not visit the 
Russian headquarters, althougu Gen. Grent 
was anxious to do so. He thought, however, 
that, having been the guest of the Sultan to a 
certain extent, it would be ungracious for him 
to go from the palace of his host to the head- 
quarters of a conquering army encamped in the 
suburbs of the Capital. I remember there was 
some criticism at the time, some censure of 
Gen. Grant for what was an apparent dis- 
courtesy in not visitmg the Russian 
army, but 1 know that the thing 
was talked ovee at the time, and that the Gen- 
eral deeided not to go out of consideration for 
the feelings of his host. He preferred to see 
the Russians in Russia. 

„We had a very interesting time in Greece,— 
most interesting. We saw a great deal of 

THE KING OF GREECE,— 
a bright, interesting young gentieman,—who 
came on board the Vandalia and spent an after- 
noon with Gen. Grant. They talked a great 
deal about the relations of Greece and Turkey, 
and the King was anxious, I observed, 
to have Gen. Grant’s advice as to 
the dest attitude for Wreece to 
take. The King looks a good deal like his sis- 
ter, the Princess of Wales. He talked English 
very well, and seemed to be an earnest, reso- 


lute man, wrapped up in the success of his lit - 


tle Kingdom. He has a hard time, thouch, be- 
tween the jealousies of the Great Powers and 
the fierce enmity of Turkey. The Greeks will 
never be satisfied until the] have extended their 


ability: Gambetta, in fact, be came to look 
toremost 


upon as ove of the Ost statesmen in 
Eurode. The industrial condition of the French 
people, their thrift, their untiring patience under 
the burdens of a heavy debt, their communal 
governments, all impressed the General very 


much, and be left France profoundly convinced 


with the fact that nothing but a republic ever 
would live in France, and that the people were 
destined to a great future. I did not accompany 
Gen. Grant to Germany, but met him at Berlin. 
Bayard Taylor informed me that Gen. Grant 
was coming, and, together, we went down the 
road to meet him about sixty miles. Taylor 
hed never met Grant, aud was quite nervous, I 
remember, about seeing bim. He had been a 
supporter of Mr. Greeley, naturally, as an 
editor of the Tribune, bed shared in tne con- 
servdtive Republican dislike of Gen. Grant, and 
seemed anxious about the meeting. I had 
known Taylor intimately for sears. He was es- 
sentially a bigh-strung gentleman, and 1 was 
afraid that there * 

MIGHT BE SOME COOLNESS + 
in Grant’s reception at Berlin, and‘that Grant 
might attribute it to Taylor’s nal political 
affinities; but 1 remember, also, that at his first 
meeting with the General he quite captivated 
‘laylor. When we came to the station at Steu- 
dab), and Gen. Grant's car arrived, I introduced 
the Minister to bim. The General presented 
bim to Mrs. Grant, and, turping around, said, 
‘By the way, Mrs. Grant, | remember that 
when we were married, I loud to you Mr. 
Tavlor's Views Afoot d the evening?’ 
‘Yes,’ said Mrs. Grant; ‘What a charm- 
ing book it was, and I am 80 
giad to meet the author.’ The 
General could not have said anvthing more cal- 
culated to win the respect of Taylor than this 
unintended little compliment. Grant remained 
in Berlin a week, and I remember Taylor saying 
to me, the last day of the visit, how delighted 
he was at baving met Gen. Gravt, how the Gen- 
eral's character had won upon him, and that he 
coula never have for him anything but lasting 
esteem; that the Grant of politics and of strife 
had passed away, and in his place had come 
a personal friend. This was the last time 
that I saw Bayard Taylor, whom 1 
left afew minutes afterwards, but I was struck 
with the enthusiastic admiration that had grown 
up in bis mind for one whose Administration he 
had opposed and whose coming to Berlin he had 
looked upon with apprehension, 

BISMARCK WE SAW, 

on three different occasions, and each time un- 
der favorable circumstances. I was present 
when Gen. Grant called on Bismarck, and bad 
bis Urst long interview with him, ‘The General 
arrived in Berlin in the eveaing, and the next 
morning, instead ot making calls, which, 
in fact, was something that never oc- 
curred to him, we strolled out around Berlin, 
got on top of the street-cara, where you ride for 
halt fare, and rode around and around the city 
among the workmen. This was one of Gen. 
Grant’s favorit methods of amusing himself 
abroad. I know that he used to xo down to 
Versaiiles from Paris in a third-class train, so as 
to see the workingmen. On our return from 
tbis trip throgu Beriin, on the top of the street- 
cars, we found Gen. Grant’s table cov- 
ered with cards, and among them four 
cards from Bismarck. He had either 
called or sent four times to see the 
General. The Geheral remarked, ‘I do not 
want Bismarck running after me; de bas a great 
deal of business to do, while I am simply a 
wanderer,’ and he sent a message to Bismarck 
at once saying that he woujd call upon bim at 
avy bour that he would same. Bismarck came 
the vert afternoon at & elock. At Gen. 
Grant’s request I accompanied him. Bismarck 
talked Koglish ma slow tone, as though he 
were translating, with a thorough knowledge 
even of idioms of the language. He was given 
to saying humorous, sudacious things, some- 
times 80 amused with an allusion 
or auecdote that. without finishing it, he wouid 
break into an uncontrollable fit of laughter. 
Bismarck’s side face reminds you a good deal of 
Gen. Butler's. His appearance, his manner, 
and form of thought were those of the most 
original and striking personage I have ever 
seen. 

When Bismarck returned Gen. Grant’s call 
the next day Lreeeived him. He came in full 
Generai’s uniform, and remained an hour talk- 
ing, mostly with Mrs. Grant, io a charming, 
light. domestic conversation about his wife, his 
children, and his home, running off into playful 
things. I saw him again at the dinner he gave 
Gen. Grant. When the dinner was at an ead, a 
long conversation was had between them, Bis- 
marek smoking a huge pipe, with the great 

HOUND CROUCHING BETWEEN HIS KNEES. 
Gen. Grant saw Bismarck on many occasions 
after tis when I was not present, and they be- 
came quite cronies.” 

“Did Gen. Grant ever express an opinion of 
Bismarck !“ 

“Yes; I have heard Gen. Grant say he 
regarded Bismarck, Gambetta, and Beacons- 
field as the three greatest men he had met in 
Europe. While in Berlin we saw all the mem- 
bers of the Berlin Congress. Beaconsfield 1 
saw several times. He impressed me differently 
from Bismarck. He isa man of great shrewd- 
ness, but with an unnatural, artificial air about 
him. Bismarck is the most natural of men. 
Everything with him is from impulse. 
He is almost self-unconscious in his 
movements. -Beaconsficid is the reverse. 
Gortschkoff was as gentle as a woman in his 
way, and had a wouderful head. Andrassy, 
Schauvaloff, Salisb@ry, and other members of 
the Congress were also there. 

WE WERE IN MADRID 
at the time of the attempt to shoot the King of 
Spain. We knew of the attempt, although we 
did not see it. Gen. Grant and Mr. James 
Russeil Lowell, the poet, were standing on the 
balcouy of the hotel, when the procession 
escorting the King back from the northern 
provinces passed uo the malu street. The King 
was bowing right and left in a formal 
manner, and when Jouveller recognized Gen. 
Grant on the balcony, and mentioned the fact 
to the King, the latter turned around, took off 
his bat, waved it in a sort of friendly way to the 
General, and kept on across the public square. 
lp a minute afteward tne shot was fired, but we 
did not know of it until an hour later. There 
was an immense crowd and a great noise con- 
sequent upon the passing of the procession. 
Alter the King passed we retired to our room. 

„The King of Portugal is a literary gentleman, 
and talked a good deal about his translation of 
Shakspeare into Portuguese. He gave Gen. 
Grant a copy of Hamlet.“ While we were 
there be was translating ‘Richard ill.’ His 
wife is the sister of the King of Italy. The 
King was very kind to Gen. Grant, wanted to 
decorate him with the highest orders of his 
Empire, and pressed him very hard to accept the 
Grand Cross of the Tower and Sword. Gen. 
Grant replied that, while he did not now hoid 
any office, he had held an office which 
forbade him to accept any foreign decoration, 
and he preferred to respect the spirit of that 
probibition rather than to accept any courtesy 
of that kind at the present time. While in 
Spain, also, an intimation was conveyed to Gen. 
Grant that a decoration of a similar character 
I think that of the Order of the Golden Fleece 
—would be conferred upon him if he would 
accept, but in Portugal the order came at the 
close of a dinner given by the King in the 
palace. 

WHILE WE WERE AT HONG KONG 


we visited Canton, which was really our first . 


knowledge of China. The reception of Gen. 
Grant at Hong Kong was one of the most er- 
traordmary of the trip. There had been a good 
deal of anxiety about bis coming, and the Vice- 
roy sent word that if Gen. Grant preferred it he 


would have the city closed upon the day of his | 
visit, It is customary 5 tice When. | 


the Emperor passes through to close all the 
shops, and the Viceroy thought be ought to pay 
the General the same courtesy, but Gen. 
Grant said he wanted to seco the 


people, consequently when he visited. 


the Yamen, the Viceroy’s palace, to dine with 
the Viceroy, it was througb a crowd estimated 
at about 200,000 persons. It was one of the 
most extraordinary sights I ever saw in my life. 
The journey was between three and four miles. 
We went in chairs. I could not have imagined 
such a mass of human beings, silent, curious, in- 
terested, and on the qui vive for the Amer- 
ican Emperor,“ as they called him, expecting to 
see & mysterious, supernatural personage, in 
uniform; disappointed at seeing only a plain, 
middle-sized gentleman, wearing summer 
clothes and a straw hat. 

From Sbangbal we went to Tientsin, where 
we met the greatest man in China, the Viceroy 
of that Province, Lj-Hung-Chang; who, in addi- 
tion to the office of Viceroy, also enjoys that of 
Grand Secretary of State, Guardian of the Em- 
peror, Commander of the Army, and Secretary 
of War. He bad command of the army thatput 
down the rebellion against the Taepings, is ot 
the same age as Gen. Grant, and had expressed 
the greatest anxiety to see the General. The 
Viceroy is a haughty, imperial person, whose 
relations witb foreigners have never been agree- 
able; but, in receiving Gen. Grant, he 

DID VIOLENCE TO ALL TRADITIONS 

of Chinese courtesy and diplomacy, called on 
him first, gave him dinners, met him at dinners 
where ladies were present,—a thing never known 
of delore in China.—and spent most of bis time 
with the General talking about the Loo Choo 
question with Japan. The General was very 
much impressed with Li-Hung-Unang, who is 
the most advanced of the Chinese statesmen. 

„At Peking we met all the leading statesmen 
of the Chinese Government. We did not see the 
Emperor, who is a boy, 7 years old; but we saw, 
several times, the Prince Regent, Prince Kung. 
Prince Kung is a Tartar; Li-Hung-Chaug is a 
Chinaman. 

“When Gen. Grant reached Yokohama he 
was received by members of the Cabinet, 
Princes of the household, and taken to Tokio, 
about an bour’s ride by rail from Yokohama. 
The Emperor gave bim a palace near the sea, 
where he lived during his stay in Japan, with 
the exception of the time tor two excursions. 
The visit to Japan was very pleasant in every 
way. I think that the most important 

PROBL&M IN MODERN POLITICS 

is the future of China and Japan. I think our 
foreign policy should be directed more directly 
to China and Jaban than to European countries. 
I know that it bas interested Gen. Grant very 
much; in fact, I think that if he were ques- 
tioned on the subject be would say that his ex- 
periences in China and Japan were the most im- 
portant of his whole journey. 

Ido not know that Gen. Grant’s move- 
ments during the winter are determined, but I 
should not be surprised if he made 

A VISIT TO MEXICO AND CUBA, 
leaving New York about the first of the year. 
He bas often expressed a great desire to see 
Mexico, and this seems to be the most appro- 
priate time.“ 

In concluding the conversation Mr. Young ob- 
served that Gen. Grant is a severe traveler, one 
of extraordinary endurance, always prompt and 
anxious to get on. He saw things very rapidly, 
and never was more satisfied that when he could 
travel all night and see sights all-day. He 
seemed to enjoy sea-life more than anything 
else. On his way bome from China he read a 
great deal, being especially interested in Hugo’s 
Les Miserables,” especially ia the account of 
the battle of Waterloo, which, he said, was one 
of the dest accounts he had ever 
read. I remember him,.“ adds Mr. Young, 
“saying that he agreed with Hugo in 
one thing about the battle, that it seemed the 
time had come for Napoleon to fall; that the 
battle was a perfect one so far as any military 
genius could devise it, and there could be no 
criticism made upon Napoleon’s manner of 
planning it and fighting it. Me had a great de- 
testation of the character of Napoleon, whom 
be regarded as one of the most selfish men in 
history. I think if Napoleon, Gen. Grant 
said on one occasion, ‘had been a thoroughly 
unselfish man, a patriot, and one who 

CARED ABOUT HIs COUNTRY, 
not about the advancement of his family and 
his personal power, he would have been without 
com parison the greatest man in history; but, as 
it turned out, he was one of the worst. I never 
had any sympathy with him, nor respect for his 
achievements, although, of course, I cannot but 
wonder at his marvelous genius.’ I remember 
that when we were on the French ship going to 
Hong Kong one of the young ladies asked Gen. 
Grant to write in a book called Questions and 
Answers’—a short of young ladies’ album 
much in vogue. One of the questions was, 
‘Which two characters in history do you dislike 
most?? He wrote, Napoleon and Robes- 


pierre.“ 


GRANT’S RETURN HOME.

THE RAILROADS. 


TO PREVENT ACCIDENTS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CurcaGco, Oct, 18.—Considering the numerous 
serious railroad accidents which have followed 
the late calamity at Jackson, on the Michigan 
Central Railroad, we are certain that several of 
them might have been prevented by the adop- 
tion of the semaphore signal system similar to 
that universally used by the Great Western 
Railway of Canada. These semaphores are dar- 
ticularly necessary when junctions or sidings are 
approached dy curves. They are usually set 
half a mile from the station or junction each 
way in a position where they can be seen dis- 
tinctly for a long distance by approaching trains 
either way. The danger signal by * isa long 
arm extending across the track, and by night a 
bright red light. 

Eugiucers Dave positive orders not in any case 
to pass these signals when turned against them. 
Trains can, therefore, be stopped at once. The 
late deplorable accidents at Jackson, Baraboo, 
and other places could have been avoided by 
this system. Had à semapbore been set from 
Air Live Junction at Jackson, while the switch- 
engine was on the main track, the passenger 
train would hate stopped balf a mile from 
where the collision Occurred. At Baraboo the 
agent could have stopped the train half a mile 
trom the station. Is it not, therefore, the duty 
of all railroad companies to adopt a system 
which tends to insure so much more safety to 
life and propertr? 

In case a passenger train approaching a junc- 
tion or siding, and the engineer sees a head- 
light in front of him, be cannot tell at a dis- 
tance whether the eugire is on the main or side 
truck, as the reflegtor throws the rays in a direct 
ume for a long distance, and the engineer of the 
aporoaching train cannot positively define the 
exact position of the engive, or whether the 
main track be clear or not; but, knowing that it 
shouid be clear, he takes the chance to save 
losing time. 

The system adopted by the Great Western 
Railway of Canada to avoid any mistake by the 
engineer as to che position of an engine under 
these circumstances is by a colored 
curtain, which is at the command 
of the engineer in his cab, whereby the color of 
the light is changed to indicate danger, caution, 
or satet y, transiatea according to the signal 
code adopted. The engineer who is ordered and 
does side-track for another train draws his 
colored curtain, which at once tells the engioeer 
of the approaching train that be is safe on sid- 
ing, and that the main track is clear. An 
engiveer would, thereiore, never run in the face 
of aciear headlight, as he would be expected 


there was a train on the malu track, which would 
indicate same as a semaphore signal turned 
against him: Stop.

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A Glance at It by an American--- 
Prentice Mulford’s Views. 


The Aristocratic, Middle, and Laboring Classes 
of England---4 2 Jng-Randle ” 
System of Life. 


Nuw Tonk, Oct. 15.—I spent five delightful 
weeks in the country about four miles north of 
Dover. My bome was an agricultural laborer’s 
cottage, in a littie village about one thousand 
feet long. A village in the United States is 


generally a s¢traggling affair, sometimes of 
miles. You are at a loss to find where it begins 
and where it terminates. But the English vil- 
lage is compact and concentrated. When it 
stops, it stops not to commence again. St. 
Margaret’s-at-Cliff bad ite church, public house, 
bakery, and green grocery. The /sexton, 
butcher, baker, and afew other worthies dropped 
into the ale-house daily, and I dropped io with 
them. The ale was good and strong. They 
enjoyed their gossip, and I enjoyed hearing it. 
Sequestered as was this hamlet, aud rare as the 
advent of a stranger must have been, yet they 
never seemed to trouble their heads about me. 
The landlord was a bluff, cherry-looking man, 
and invariably on taking my twopence for bis 
“bitter”? he would regard the money with a 
surprised expression, and say Tuank you“ in 
a manner which conyeyed the impression that 
of all things in the world the last he expected 
was to be paid for that ale. The sexton could 
have been put on the stage and would im- 
mediately in any appropriate scene have deen 
recognized as an old, gray, bent, weazened 
grave-digger. The miller was always correctly 
dusted with flour. What made it all the more 
interesting to me was the isolation of their 
little hamlet from the great world outside, and 
ITS APPARENT INDIFFERENCE 
of its people to any portion of the world save 
that within their own immediate neighborhood. 
Wars micht come aud go; nations might fall 
tooth and nail together and scratch each other’s 
eyes out; great convulsions there might be of 
nature, society, and on ’Change,” but all 
was a small affair at St. Margaret’s compared 
with the advent of the last calf or the exit of 
the last cow. 

Stepping out of the village—and a hundred steps 
placed you without it—the rounded hilltops 
could be seen stretching away tor miles, The 
country was quite clear in every direction of 
bedges or fences. They told me that of late 
they found it more profitable to pull up the haw- 
toorn bedges. They are pretty and picturesque, 
but occupy ground which can be tilled; the roots 
draw nourisoment from the soil which might 
otherwise ripen grain, and, above all, they har- 
bor vermin. By vermin? the English farmer 
means largely snails, which in these hedges on 
the borders of the wheat and barley ficids in- 
crease by millions, Walking along narrow 
lanes, I have found it impossibie to avoid step- 
ping on them, and my footsteps were accom- 
panied by the continual scrunch, scraoch of 
smasbed suail-shells. Cowper would never have 
ranked me on nis list of friends” for setting 
foot upon these worms, which crawled at even- 
ing iv the public path; but I couldn’t help it. 

OVER THESE BREEZY HILLS 
I walked nearly every day to Dover, a distance 
of tive miles, to buy my chop and obtain a book 
from the circulating library. Other than soli- 
tude, rural retirement and bitter beer, i sub- 
sisted on beef, mutton, and books. Books are 
a privilege of English life not so easily obtaired 
in America. Every town which I visited had its 
circulating tibrary. where, at sixpence the vVol- 
ume or set, you had access to pretty pear the 
whole range of modern literature. in London 
you will see signs, ‘* Libraries purchased for the 
country.“ This begins to force on you the idea 
how vast areading public exirts in England. 
Wur, Mudie's,“ in London, runs neatly-coy- 
ered book wagons to its subscribers similar in 
appearance to the dry-goods parcel wagons used 
by Stewart and other New York firma, 

Part of my route to Dover lay along the chalky 
cliffs ot Albion overlooking the channel. On 
clear days the coast of France about Calais could 
be seen in the distance. From the summit of 
these same cliffs, a few years previous, my sav- 
age, skin-clad ancestors had witnessed the com- 
ing of Ceesar’s galleys. Looming up ahead on a 
high nill was 


DOVER CASTLE, 

with its Roman towor still standing, and to 
stand yet for centuries. It is a vast and impos- 
ing work, and ip these latter days about as 
useful in any emergency, it seems to me, as if 
planted on the Kocky Mountains. It was built 
for another age aud stage of warfare. Of Dover 
itself you see nothing until the brow of a bill ts 
reached and you look down into it,—a huddle of 
houses with a thicket of masts arising out of the 
artiticial basin constituting its harbor, which 
from this point seemed scooped out directly in 
the middle oi the city. 

My St. Margaret landlady was a Mrs. Finn, 
wife of Mr. Fiun, a hard-working agricultural 
laborer. Mr. and Mrs. Finn were both past the 
prime of life. Mrs. Finn was lame and some- 
what obese. Mr. Finn was a bent, gnarled mass 
of knobs, bones, and bunions. it was barvest- 
time during my stay, and Mr. Finn went to work 
at ö in the morning, and I saw nothing more of 
bim until 9 at night, when be returned and ate 

is supper of bread, bacon, and potatoes. I think 
that bread, bacop, and potatoes constitated his 
breakfast, and probably his dinner. lu fact, 
bread, bacon, and potatees constituted, for six 
days, most of the finn bili of fare. Mr. Finn 
was a Radical. This fact came out when I al- 
luded to che recent narrow escape of one of the 
Royal Princes at a neighboring watering-place. 
He said he wished “he nad a drowned. A lot 
vt Dutch trash taking peo»rle’s money as they’d 
never earned!“ This was Mr. Finn’s political 
platform. He told me that “man and boy he 
bad worked in that parish nigh on to fifty 

ears; that he wasn’t a penny ahead; that 
e didn’t own the cottage be Lyed iu, nor the 
little plat of gardeu it stood on; that, when bis 
strength failed him to work, be could see noth- 
ing for him and “bis missus’? but to 
“Go ON THE PaRISH”; 


that the rates “growed higher’ every year, 
aud he did not believe in supporting Royalty 
and a lot of people in doing nothing. He pos- 
sessed intelligence superior to that of the aver- 
age agricultural laborer, and, when opportunity 
, afforded, diligently perused books and papers. 

Most of the land about me, all the land far aud 
near constituting these breezy and historic hi.is, 
was owned by the Earl of Guilford, I do think 
that the enormous sin and outrage committed 
generation after generation, and sanctioned and 
condoned by so large a partion of English so- 
ciety, demands an occasional reventilation, or 
we lose sight of the horror in its true colors. 
This man was an outcome of this soil; for forty 
years his time, strength, bone, blood, muscle, 
and sinew (so much as may be got out of an un- 
varying diet of bread, bacon, and potatoes) has 
been working wealth out of it. At 50, pre- 
matureiy old, he bas at least earned a rest in 
that vid age; yet all these earnings go to swell 
the porse of a mao who Will thougbtlesly fling 
them into a single dinner. The Virginia planters 

TREATED THEIR NEGROES BETTER 

in their old age. For six doliars per week, in- 
cluding all my own expenses, I could play the 
prince in that family,—present them with a 
pound or so of fresh beef or mutton, which so 
seidom graced their table; send out fora quart 
of XX ale, so agreeable a change from the in- 
- ferior beer they draok when they did treat them- 
eelves to beer, which was not often; give them 
the daily London paper, which so seldom met 
their eyes, and confer on them many an unac- 
eustomed treat. Please do not infer that I 
am lauding My profuse generosity at the cost of 
a doilar per week extra. i men it to show 
bow much pleasure a few shillings may confer 
in the obscure holes and corners of this world. 
It is good to think of when you are about to 
pat your name down for $3 to present some- 
body with a watch whose house is already full 
of clocks. 

I was for several weeks the guest of a 
perous mili-owner and cotton-spinner in Hali- 
tax, Yorksnire County, in the west of Engiand. 


| A very different country this from that about 


Dover. It wes all mechanical. Mills, milis, 
roills, and mili-chimuevs, vomiting black smoke, 
towered on the near hills and in the far-distance. 
The villages 1 found pere in my daily walks were 
only clusters of fattory-operatives’ cottages 
about another mill. The very grass was shaded 
a darker hue from soot; the trees on many bill-

THE RIGHT PATHSHS. 

THE REV. GEORGE C. LORIMER 
preached an interesting discourse at the First 
Baptist Church, corner of Thirty-first street and 
Park avenue, yesterday morning, beginning at 
ll o’clock. The spacious edifice was crowded 
by the eager multitude who assembled to listen 
to the impetuous oratory of the famous young 
preacher. Not a seat was left unoceupied, and 
the chairs in the aisles were well filied. The 
gallery was crowded with people, some of whom 
brought their opera glasses to observe more 
mioutely what was going ov. The preacher 
took for his text the sixteenth verse of the 
sixth chapter of Jeremiah: 


Thus seith the Lord, stand ye in the ways, and 
see, and ask for the old paths, where is the geod 
way, and walk therein, and ye shall find rest for 
your souls. 


From this text the speaker preached an un- 
usually brilliant sermon of some forty minutes’ 
duration, without the use of notes or manu- 
acript. He said Tennyson sang sweetly und 
wildly, 


Ring in the Christ that is to be. 
Strauss, in the last work which he completed 
before the end of his laborious life, had pro- 
pounded a question which he had answered 
with an elaborate negative, Are we still Chris- 
tians?’”? He declares concerning religion that 
ite desolation will prepare the soul for a new 
growth A more recent work by the Duke of 
Somerset that breathed something of the 
pobleman’s languid nature in its pages speaks 
of the decay of Christianity and assumes that 
the theology of the past ages will not suffice 
for the permanent food for the soul for the 
future. The radical party in America, headed 
by Mr. Frothingham, claimed that the supersti- 
tions of Paganism were destined to overthrow 
the faith of our Lord Jesus Christ. They were 
not clear as to what they proposed to offer as a 
substitute. They were not clear as to what 
principels must take the place of the old oues. 
Very likely the reason was ‘hat all new religions 
were more or less in their origin surrounded 
with the mists and fogs of tradition. 
Nevertheless, they believed that some new re- 
ligion must take the place of the old. There 
was a tendency toward materialization and the 
doctrine of necessity. Mr. Frothingham ina 
discourse tried to set forth very clearly the dis- 
tinctions between the old faith which is vanisb- 
ing and the new faith which has just appeared. 

He says there is a contrast. He says that the 
doctrine of man created perfect and fallen is a 
contrast to the doctrine of man created imper- 
fect and arisen. He contrasts the inspiration of 
the Bible with the doctrine uf the inspiration of 
man. He contrasts the doctrine that truth is 
imparted by natural revelation with the doctrine 
of truth as acquired by ioyestigation and slow 
education. 

It hardly seems credible that thouchtful peo- 
ple will abandon the path of their ancesters to 
embrace such doctrines as these. It is not 
reasonable to suppose so, yet during the pend- 
ency of the issue there would be many young 
men who would drift away from the religion of 
their sires. He would ‘direct his congregation 
to-day to the old blessed paths, and, that he 
might do so wisely and conclusively, he would 
point out some prominent distinctions between 
the old faith and the new. 

The old faith was bistoric; the new was spec- 
ulative. History seemed to anticipate the com- 
ing of the Redeemer of our world. It was a 
very singular fact that, as soon as the coming of 
the Lord Jesus was accomplished, the world had 
on Jonger dreamed of perfection. The world felt 
that human perfection had already apveared. 
Religion during the past eighteen bundred years 
was interwoven with history. It had largely 
molded and shaped that history; and yet Chris- 
tianity was not historically the mother of 
events. It was essentialiy bistorical in its 
nature. It was a system of facts. ‘(he miracies 
of our Lord declared plainiv and dogmatically 
the reality of the supernatural, just as the doc- 
trine of Christ announced the hope of immortal- 
ity. A system that claimed to be historical, of 
course, exposed itself to scrutiny. Philosophy 
does not afford the guidauce we require iu our 
religious life. That has been fully exem- 
plified in the manbood of Jesus Christ, 
and to some extent inthe lives and characters 
of his aposties. One fact must have another 
fact set over against it. If we were sinners, 
we must have an atonement; if we were guilty, 
we must have redemotion. The fact of iniquity 
was connected with the fact of the cross. Be- 
tween these two the penitent soul was enabled 
to und its way to that peace which the world 
could neither give por take away. 

On the other hand, we find that everything 

rtaining to the new faith is really speculative. 

ven Mr. Huxley and Mr. Tyndall in their 
speculations found themselves involved in the- 
ories. Links bad to be introduced to make 
their theories perfect. 

We find, especialiy in one aspect of the case, 
that religion itself is an evolution, that the 

t thoughts which dominate our lives have 

u evolved by the survival of the fittest law 

in the past; but it cannot be proven that man 
proceeded from Atheism to Fetichism, and from 
Fetichism to Deism, and soon in the upward 
scale, as be must have proceeded if the doctrine 
of religious evolution be warranted and receiva- 
ble.

BLOODHOUNDS. 
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Mr. John Thomas Butler’s Vindication of 
Southern Character--A Law. Case in South 


Carolina in 1888-4.

Few Southerners, we fancy, will care to thank 
Mr. John Thomas Butler for the extraordinary 
“* vindication” of their character which he has un- 
dertaken, with the help of bis pack of playful 
bloodhounds and the thrifty negro who con- 
sents, for a consideration, to be “treed” as 
often as a paying crowd of Northern spectators 
demands a repetition of the edifying show. In 
fact, nobody in South Carolina will be disposed 
to complain if Mr. Butler should appropriate 
the “ vindication ” as exclusively for his own’ 
benefit, as he does the dollars of the wandering 
New-Yorkers which it incidentally barvests. 
The evil of slavery consisted in just such hor- 
rible possibilities as form the real attraction 


of his bloodhound 


outrageous libel upon the 
munity of those who were once 
holders to encourage the 
the pursuit of runaway slaves with dogs was 
ever babitual, or even common, in the South. 
It was a proceeding that excited as much horror 
among the Southern peoble at la 
have done in any other civili 
world, and not one slavebolder in 10,000 ever 
dreamed of resorting to so repulsive barbarity. 
How the bloodhound bosiness was regarded 
in this State the record plainly shows. In 1854 
South Cerolina, through ber Courts and ber 
Executive, was called upon to express her rep- 
robation of just such a periormance as Mr. 
Butler is now so pleasantly iliustrating. 
seventh volume of Richardson’s Law 
p. 827, will be found a full report of the case o 
the State against Thomas Motley and Wiiliam 
Biackiedge, who were tried in 1853 for the 
murder of an unknown negro. We give the 
case as it is officially reported: 


On the trial of Biackledge, it was shown that a 
negro man calling himself Joe, and who said he 
belonged to Manigault, was taken up as a runaway 
by one Grant, on July 4, 1853; that during that 
night, Roweli, in company with Blackledge, called 
upon Grant, who transferred the possession of the 
negro to Rowell, he undertaking to take cha 
him until Grant could take him to jail at Waiter- 
boro’. This proof was not made on the trial of 
Motley. The next day, July 5, according to the 
testimony on both trials, the negro, unknown to 
any of the witnesses, was seeu in the possession 
of the three prisoners. They 
dogs with them. They called the negro Joe, and 
he answered to that name. 
whipped him because he would not tel] his master’s 
name; but he repeatediy said that he belonged to 
Manigavlt. Three witnesses testified to the cruel 
which the negro 
was that day in their presence subjected oy Motley 
and Blackiedge—two of the witnesses thought that 
the treatment was sufficient itself to kill bim; the 
tnird, that if sent to jail he must have died. A 
physician, who heard the evidence, testified 
the negro would have died from the abuse he 
ceived, as detailed by the witnesses. 

The witnesses described Joe 
negro, hair very kinky, about five feet six inches 
bigh, and 22 years of age. 
was aliveand in the possession of the prisoners. 
Circumstances, given in evidence on the trial, led 
to the belief that, after the witnesses left, the 
negro escaped, or was permitted to fly by tne 
prisoners, was pursued by them with their dogs, 
overtaken and killed not far from the place where 
last seen by the witnesses. 
18th of July, Motley and Blackledge were 
arrested. Blackledge, by persuasion and hope 
of immunity, was induced to make a confession. 
On the trial of Motley, the witness was allowed to 
state only so much of the confession as led to the 
discovery of the bones and bair of a negro con- 
cealed behind a login a ewamp, not far from the 
place where Joe was qupposed to have been killed. 
These remains were not identified. 
were those of a man whose size corresponded with 
thatof Joe, as described by the witnesses. 
the trial of Blackledge, his confession was_bronght 
out by himself without objection on the patt of the 
State. It was to the effect that, after the wituesses 
left, the negro escaped, was pursued with the 
dogs by Motiey on foot and Blackledge on horse- 
back, was overtaken and killed by Motley. and his 
body concealed behind the log where his bo 


and barbarous treatment 


were afterwards found. 


The jury convicted the prisoners of murder. 
An appeal was made to the Appeal Court, and 
the case was elaLorately argued by distinguished 
counsel, and, among other points, it was urged 
by the defense that the evidence reduced the 
charge from murder to manslaughter, or to kill- 
ing in sudden heat and passion, inasmuch as the 
negro was pursued as a runaway, which pursuit 
was lawfdl.’’ The Appeal Court, after disposing 
of the technicai grounds, thus expresscs itself 


as to the defense: 


The third ground, that the evidence reduced the 
charge from murder to killing in sudden beat and 
passion, requires but a passing remark. 
lawful the pursuit and apprehension of a fugitive 
slave, the conduct of this prisoner, and of his asso- 
ciate in guilt affords an exhibition of a wicked pur- 
pose and gross recklesness of human life rarely 

examined in vain 
for any eviience of provocation on the part 
of their unfortunate and unoffending victim, or for 
the usual indications of a mere purpose to reciaim 
and restore a runaway to his rightfal owner. 
extraordinary and dangerous agencies used in the 
original capture, the cruel and protracted abuse of 
the save when in their power and possession, pre- 
clude all such extenaation, sought to be inferred, 
in the absence of proof, because of an alleged at- 
tempt to escape. However such disclosures may 
awaken the bitter invective and calumny of ign 
ant and deluded opposers of our institutions, such 
means, for such an end, will never find vindication 
nor excuse amongst ourselves. 

The prisoners were sentenced to be hung on 
the 8d of March, 1854. They had been removed 
from Walterboro to Charleston, where the Court 
sat, to be present at the hearing of their appeal, 
as was their right. On the 25th of January the 
Attorney-General, Mr. Isaac W. Hayne, stated 
to the Court that be had receiy 
tion calculated to create apprehension that 
an attempt would be made to rescue the 
prisoners on their way to Walterboro’, 
his motion, the Court ordered the Sheri 
Charleston to detain the prisoners in this city 
until the time of execution. Gov. Manning, who 
was then the Executive, took efficient steps to 
prevent any attempt at rescue. A military

Let it not be forgotten that the State of South 
Carolina thus oflicially provided a tree for 
the protection of even runaways from abuse,— 
not a tree for the runaways to climb, but a tree 
from which their pursuers were to be hanged by 
the neck, in case the dogs were not called off in

REPUBLICAN VICTORY IN COOK COUNTY

If the advice of the speakers at the late 


3.38 meeting of the Republican County Central 


Committee is heeded the party may score a 

victory at the forthcoming county election. 

The substance of this advice, contained in 

every speech delivered on that occasion, is, 

that it is the duty of all Republicans to drop 
every personal consideration, put aside the 
promptings of personal ambition, and look 
solely to the interests of the county, by 
selecting the best men to represent them on 
the ticket. When the Republican party acts 
upon suggestions of this character it is 
never beaten in this county. The gentlemen 
who assembled to “consult with the Com- 
mittee on Friday are nearly all active poli- 
tiolans. In giving the advice we have sum- 
marized they knew what they were talking 
about. They knew that, in the approaching 
canvass, the Republican party cannot afford 
to handicap itself to the extent of a single 
pound’s dead weight. If their speeches 
faithfully indicate their purpose, it is plain 
that so far as they have influence they pro- 
pose to exert it in favor of securing the best 
ticket which can possibly be placed before 
the people.

Under such circumstances the Convention 
ceases to be representative of the masses 
of the party, and becomes the mouthpiece 
of a parcel of individuals whose devotion to 
party interests and party expediency is ut- 
terly overborne by selfishness. Thus it hap- 
pens that the persons of all others least fit 
to participate, even in the smallest degree.

In a party like the Republican, 
whose members are largely influenced by con- 
scientious con viotions of publicduty, such con- 
trol of the party mach me is necessarily almost 
always disastrous. There is no objection to 
aspirants for office making themselves as 
popular as possible before the people gen- 
erally. Their attendance at public meetings 
and their speech-making are to be com- 
mended rather than discouraged, in order 
that the people may know, so far as they 
may by such association, what manner of 
men they are. But the moment they med- 
dle with the primary they exceed 
their jurisdiction. By seeking to con- 
trol the party machinery in their 
own personal interest they become the 
worst enemies of the party. Surely the 
aspirant should not himself determine 
whether he is the best man to lead the party 
to victory. But this is preeisely what he 
does in seeking to infinence a single vote in 
favor of the delegate pledged to his interest, 
either by reason of personal friendship or 
other consideration. The delegate should go 
to the Convention actuated by entire single- 
ness of purpose, the purpose to conserve the 
highest good of his party, and hence what 
he believes to be, if he is honest, the best 
interests of the State, county, or city of 
which he is a citizen. But if he goes to the 
Convention as a personal partisan of Brown 
or Jones he loses ‘his character as @ repre- 
sentative of the party and the people, and 
becomes the mere creature of another man’s 
ambition, — another man’s man. No won- 
der that conventions so constituted make 
unwise nominations, and that the nominees 
suffer disastrous defeat ! 

All the politicians who lately consulted 
together at the Grand Pacific Hotel per- 
fectly realize this fact. They are confident 
that the Republican party of this county has 
the necessary strength to win a victory on 
the 4th of November next, provided, it acts 
wisely. Now, acting wisely means simply 
the holding of fair primary meetings in the 
interest of party success, not in the interest 
of the personal ambition of avy man or any 
clique of men. It is to be hoped that the 
politicians in this instance will work as they 
talked last Friday; that they will put a 
curb on the candidates, and, if necessary, 
compel them to submit their claims to nomi- 
nations at the hands of the Republican 
party, to a convention chosen by the mem- 
bers at large of the party, not packed by 
them or their overzealous friends, This is 
all there is of it. Victory is within the 
grasp of the Republican party, but not 
within that of any man who may seek to use 
the party for his personal advantage. 


A SOLID NORTH. 
It is not surprising that the Republican 
party carried Ohio, but the fact that the 
majority is only twenty instead of a round 
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the purity of the ballot-box, Nor did they 
flinch from the advocacy of the monstrous 
proposition of the Southern Brigadiers that 
we are not a Nation, and, consequently, that 
no such thing as a National election is possi- 
ble. And yet nearly half the voters of Ohio 
indorsed this proposition by casting their 
ballots for Gen. Ewmo. 

The Demooratic party of Ohio is in perfect 
acoord with the Democratic party of Missis- 
sippi. It has never uttered a word in reproba- 
tion of the assasination of Drxon at Yazoo. 
It is silent on the subject of the CAM OL 
atrocity. The Democratic speakers in Ohio 
carried the Democratic party of Mississippi 
on their shoulders all through the campaign. 
The blood of Drrom and of the CG sol 
family was upon tlieir garments! How is it 
that nearly half the citizens of Ohio voted 
for Ewme, and hence for the murderous 
Mississippi plan, which neither he nor one 
of his champions dare denounce on the 
stump ? 

Not once during the canvass of Ohio did 
the Democratic party deny its cluse alliance 
with the Southern Democratic party of ex- 
Confederate Brigadiers which carries elec- 
tions by terrorism, fraud, and the shotgun. 
And yet nearly half the voters of Ohio voted 
to sustain the Demooratic party of the Na- 
tion, which bases its sole hope of success in 
1880 upon carrying five Republican States of 
the South by assasination and fraud! 

Gov. Dunn showed the people of Ohio 
that, from 1865 to 1879, the Southern Briga- 
diers and the English Confederate bondhold- 
ers bave never relinquished the hope of col- 
lecting their claims from the United States 
Government, He showed them also that 
that hope rests solely in the ascendency of 
the Democratic party. But, notwithstand- 
ing this threat to double National taxation 
by paying the cost of an attempt to disrupt 
the Union, nearly half the legal voters of 
Ohio voted to lift the Democratic party one 
step towards the accomplishment of its ma- 
lign purpose. 

The people of Ohio were shown during 
the late canvass that from the time of the 
advent of the Democratic party to power in 
Congress Southern claims commenced to 
pour in, and that in two years these claims, 
publie and private, for losses suffered during 
the War and for improvements of rivers and 
harbors exclusively in the Southern States, 
aggregated the cnormous sum of twelve hun- 
dred and fifty million dollars But, in the 
face of this threat to bankrupt the Treasury 
of the Nation and hopelessly bury the people 
of the country under an insupportable load 
of taxation, nearly one one-half the citizens 
of the State voted to reinstate the party of 
spoliation in power! The Democrats of Ohio 
were shown’ that in a single canvass in 
Louisiane (1868) “‘ seven hundred and eighty- 
four Republicans were killed, eighty flee received 
gunshot wounds, and three hundred and sixty-five 
were otherwise maltreated,” solely to crush out 
freedom of political epinion and action. But 
the Democrats of Ohioas a body voted solidly 
for Ewma, thereby indorsing the party of 
brute force and assasination ! 

In the light of these facts the incompre- 
hensible feature of the result in Ohio is the 
smallness of the Republican majority. It 
leads to the query whether there are any 
respectable, honest citisens in the Demo- 
cratic rauke. We are not about to contend 
that the Democratic party is composed en- 
tirely of reckless, abandoned, and hopelesly 
ignorant men. But there is something 
almost marvelous in the party discipline 
which can hold the allegan e of so many up- 
right citizens to a political organization from 
whose record, policy, and practices the last 
vestige of public virtue and moral rectitude 
seems long ago to have utterly vanished. 

The spectacle of a solid Democratic South 
has enticed the Democratic party of the 
North to its ruin. Northern Democratic 
leaders did not realize that the crimes by 
which the South was made solid would be- 
come a Northern as well as Southern Demo- 
cratic heritage, a badge of shame, They 
failed to realize that they could not remain 
silent on the subject of murder without be- 
ing branded with the guilt of murder, The 
prospect of entering upon a Presidential 
campaign with the certainty of a solid Dem- 
ocratio South, without regard to men or 
principles, was very alluring to Northern 
Democratic leaders, and they lulled the rank 
and file to sleep with the cry of assured 
victory. In the light of the late elections in 
Maine, California, and Ohio, they begin to 
discern the danger of a South solid for 
the Democratic party, for robbery and 
for murder, A few respectable Democrats 
wakened in Maine and California; more have 
wakened in Ohio, and more still will waken 
in New York. There area good many re- 
peaters and ballot-box stuffers in the Demo- 
cratic party North, but there are not many 
assasins. Decent Democrats North are be- 
coming ashamed of their murderous party 
associates of the South, Thus a Solid South, 
made solid by crimes which shock mankind, 
slowly reacts upon the North, and at last 
makes it solid for justice, right, and the 
Union one and inseparable. 
SPRINGER’S APOLOGY. 

Srrincrn’s apology for the Democratic de- 
feat in Ohio is rather peculiar. He says in 
one breath that the Republicans used money 
freely and that a great many Democrats 
voted the Republican ticket. The inference 
is that a large portion of the Democratic 
party is always ready to sell out, and that 
whenever the opposing party puts up the 
money it may safely count upon a majority. 
This may be true in general, highly uncom- 
plimentary as it is to Mr. Sr nns party.

If Mr. Srawarn's hopefulness is not more 
trustworthy than his logic, his promise of 
gathering party strength in the future is not 
reassuring to the Democrats. The Demo- 
cratic party was committed to the soft-money 
craze by a number of selfish, scheming, and 
impecunious demagogs like Ewa and 
Spaincer. Their prostitution of the party 
in this manner may have kept some Demo- 
eratio voters from going over to the Green- 
backers, but they do not reckon the hosts 
they have lost by reason of such prostitu- 
tion, nor estimate the deliberate forfeiture 
of confidence and respect incident to their 
desertion of hard-money principles.

The Republican 
leaders have consistently adhered to the re- 
sumption plan, have exposed and denounced 
the fallacy of fiat money, and have predicted 
all along the beneficial results of a return to 
specie payments, which the people are now 
actually enjoying. The Republican party 
has thus gained the respect and gratitude 
of intelligent people everywhere. Such 
members of the party as were deluded with 
the Greenback theories have discovered their 
error and returned to the fold, and an un- 
counted number of Democrats throughout 
the East and West have conceived a disgust 
for Democratic pandering which they will 
never be able to overcome. 

It has become evident that Mr. Srarworn 
is not a success as a political leader, nor as 
an apologist.

The slave-owners’ whip has not been 
heard in the halls of Congress for eighteen 
years. Butan imitation of it has been at- 
tempted by Jo Bracxsurw and other Con- 
federate Brigadiers in the present House, 
who say they are “‘going to wipe from your 
statute-books the last vestiges of the War 
legislation.” This is, all things considered, 
a promising beginning; and indicates the 
disposition, if not the power, of the South- 
ern Bourbons to restore the old order of 
things in Congress, They would like to 
see the House ruled like a plautation, as it 
used to be,—the white members from the land 
of chivalry acting as overseers, and the fas- 
tidious members from the North eating their 
cake with humility and in silence. 

There were some Northern men in Con- 
gress just before the War who did not agree 
to the Southern program. Among them was 
Owen Lovwor. He spoke his mind freely. 
His speeches were the most terrible 
philippies against slavery ever known, One 
of them in particular, on The Barbarism 
of Slavery,” had a great effect when it was 
delivered. It is a remarkable circumstance 
that this speech, which made such a stir at 
the time, now arrests the reader’s attention, 
not on account of what Mr. Lovzsor said, but 
for the interruptions to which he was sub- 
jected. The principles he advocated havs 
long since triumphed. Slavery isdead. The 
burning words with which he denounced it 
no longer sting the consciences or sink deep 
into the minds of men. But the insults, the 
obloquy he encountered on account of them, 
are now historical. It is interesting to 
observe that the cracking of the slavehold- 
ers’ whip in the House of Representatives 
was loud and frequent during the delivery of 
this speech. 

The persons most actively engaged in at- 
tacking Mr. Lovwor were two men then 
very influential in Mississippi. Readers who 
know that a war has since intervened may 
be surprised to learn that these men are 
still prominent politicians in Mississippi. 
One of them is a member of Con- 
gress, and the other is Chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Committee. Both 
are candidates for the United States Senate, 
and it is probable that the seat will be filled 
by one of them. They are Maj. Banxspaxz, 
of Jackson, and Orno R. SmveueTox, of Can- 
ton. One is the uncle of the Yazoo assasin, 
and the other is q Representative in Con- 
gress from the Yazoo District. Both have 
justified the killing of Drxon, and defended 
the practice of removing objectionable op- 
position candidates by the shotgun plan. 
Banxsparz is the man who commend- 
ed the methods pursued in the mur-

During all the tirade of abuse heaped upon 
Lovesor by the Southern members, the 
former did not once lose his temper or his 
courage. He kept on to the end of the 
speech, and made the slave-owners take the 
last bitter drop. But he used no personali- 
ties. Every word of his speech was as true 
as gospel. And he knew it. He knew also 
that he could afford to wait,—that the truth 
was mighty and would prevail. Mr. Lovz- 
sox had a prophetic vision. He saw much of 
the future of this country. He imagined the 
United States free and undivided, with slave- 
ry gone, and a better order of things estab- 
lished in its place. But we doubt if, with all 
his breadth of view, he conceived it to be 
possible that the two Mississippi Congress- 
men who abused him so shamefully on the 
Sch of April, 1860, would be controlling 
Mississippi politics in 1879, or that one of 
them would be a member of the House, and 
both knocking at the door of the Benate 
Chamber when he was in his grave.

MINING NEWS. 


Prof. Cummings Cherry, a mining expert of 
wide reputation, has just returned from an 
eight-months’ sojourn in Californis, part of the 
time having been spent in Panamint, the bub- 
bie district which has been heretofore referred 
to by Tus Trisung. He tells the story of his 
tribulations in Panamint with gusto. Some 
years ago the original Panamint Company was 
formed in San Francisco by Senator William 
Stewart, Senator Jones, Trenor Park, and the 
Bank of California as principal stockholders 
and backers. Immense mills were constructed 
and work on the mines commenced on a huge 
scale. Soon afterwards Trenor Park took a 
quantity of the stock to London to place it 
there, and actually succeeded in disposing of 
some to his English acquaintances. Bat, unfor- 
tunately, before he could: unload, the celebrated 
Emma bubble bursted, and destroyed the whole 
speculation. Meanwhile an extravagant Super- 
intendent at Panamint had managed to draw 
over a million dollars out of the Bank 
of California, which sum, added to Park’s ex- 
penses, footed up to the enormous outlay of 
$1,400,000. With the fail of Emma down 
came the elaborate superstructure of Panamint 
with a crash, and then followed the bankruptcy 
of the Bank of California and the melancholy 
suicide of Raiston,—both the direct results of 
the Panamint speculation. After that the 
mills ut Panamint stood idle, and the camp 
Geserted until eight months ago, when Prof. 
Cherry was induced by specious promises to 
undertake the revival of the district. A few 
San Francisco operators had obtained the re- 
fusal of the Panamint works for $15,000, on 
which they paid down $4,000, giving notes for 
the balance, and organizing a stock company 
with a large capital stock under the name of the 
Leota Mining Company. Prof. Cherry re- 
mained four months at Panamint, and succeded 
in ‘producing $6,000 worth of bullion out of 
the refractory ores, but was never able 
to extract any money from the Company, which 
had guaranteed him a salary of 6500 a month 
and plenty of cash for carrying on tue works. He 
discovered about six weeks ago that the offers 


of the Company were trying to place stock in 
Chicago and other cities on an extravagant basis, 
the camp to its former desolation.

The leading produce markets were easier 
Saturday, but not so weak as it was generally 
expected they would be. The public advices 
from Liverpool and New York intimated little 
change, while some private telegrams noted an 
easter feeling as a consegence of Friday’s decline 
here. Our early feeling was weak, in wheat, 
and in other departmeats, in sympathy, a great 
deal of long stuff being offerd for sale, but it 
was freely taken by the shorts, and the later 
markets were steadier. The conditions might 
bave caused a greater decline on any other day 
of the week; the shorts were more willing to 
cover on Saturday, as they did not want to 
suffer under an agony of uncertainty during 
two rights and one holiday. Corn was 
relatively strong, the decline calling out an 
active demand. Provisions were rather dull, 
retther side seeming anxious to operate. 
Mes; pork closed a shade lower, at $9.45 for 
November and $10.05 for January. Lard ciosed 
a shade lower, at $5.90 for November and $6.10 
for January. Short ribs closed easier, at $4.65 
for November and about 84.67 for January. 
Spring wheat closed Me lower, at $1.184¢ spot 
and 81.19 for November. Winter wheat 
closed on Change at $1.25@1.26 for No. 2 red. 
Corn closed %@1%c stronger, at AMG 
cash, 48½ e for November, and 44%c for May. 
Oats closed steady at Sic for November, 30}¢c 
cash, and 354¢c for May. Rye was IIe lower, at 
76c cash and at 77c for November. Barley was 
higher at Sle for spot, and 830 for November at 
the close- Hogs were active and firm at $3.50@ 
8.80 for bacon grades, and $3.35@3.35 for heavy. 
Cattle were quiet, with sales on a basis of $2.50

Lake freights were quiet, because vessels 
were scarce, and ther were firm at Friday’s 
rates.

The through rate to New England was 
quoted at Ale, and the lake and canal rate to 
New York at 174(@18c on corn. Rail freights 
were quoted at 35c per 100 Ibs on grain to New 
York. Ttrough to Liverpool was quoted at 
Se on flour and Se on lard and meats. 

The dry-goods market had no specially new 
features. ‘There was a good seasonable demand 
and a steady and firm set of prices. Boots and 
shoes continue active, with prices showing posi- 
tive strength. The grocery market continues 
active and strong for all the staples. Coffees 
and sugars were somewhat excited, and were 
higher. Within the spast two days the former 
bas advanced ige and the latter ge. Teas also 
were active and advancing. Since the Ist of 
September prices have moved up 5@10c per Ib. 
Butter and cheese were tending upward. 
Dried fruits were fairly active and advancing. 
Fish met with more inquiry, and were firmer, 
with whitefish and cod quoted higher. Bagging, 
leather, tobacco, coal, and wood were quoted 
as before. Oils were active and generally firm. 
Turpentine advanced to 3874. On Friday the 
price of matches was put up 30c per case,—the 
result of a combination among manufacturers. 

Lamber was active at the yards at current 
prices. ‘The cargo offerings were small till late 
in the day, wher the firat few vessels of the 
fleet arrived, and buyers retired, expecting the 
rest of the loads to be on the market the first 
of,this week. Receivers expect smaller receipts 
hereafter, the manufacturers having decided 
to pile considerable stuff at the mill- 
docks to carry through the winter months. 
Wool, brvom-corn, and hay were in fair demand, 
the first two being firm and the latter steady. 
Seeds were again active and higher, the bulk of 
the trading being in timothy and clover. Hides 
were somewhat unsettled, and some parties pre- 
dicted a drop in prices, rumors being afloat that 
the Eastern markets were weakening. Poultry 
was unchanged. The turn to cooler weather 
made fresh green fruits steadier. ‘The trade iu 
apples has been much injured by the loog hot 
spell, and holders of this fruit were very glad to 
have a cooler temperature.

other countries on the Mediterranean. The

Fall Fashions for Gentlemen, 
New York Home Journal, Oct. 18. 

In the frock-coat for receptions or dinners 
there is little or no change, except that there is 
a tendency to leave off the silk breast-facings. 
itis worn with plain gray trousers, or with 
trousers of a licht susde, baving a narrow stripe. 

For the morumg or walking suit the coat is 
made of a wide-wale black diagonal, buttoning 
high up, with one or three buttons, at the op- 
tion of the wearer; the waist a tittle longer 
tban formerly, and the skirt a littie shorter, well 
rounded off. The sleeves end in a deep cuff, 
with two button-holes, finished with a flat and 
rather wide braid. When the trousers are of 
blue-and-black narrow stripe, or of check, the 
coat and waistcoat are of one material. If the 
trousers are of a lighter color and a more fancy 
pattern, then the trousers and waistcoat are of 
one material. 

For the lounge suit: A sack-coat, buttoning 
high up, with four buttons; cut opliquely away 
from the fourth button, and barely reaching to 
the end of the fingers when the arm is extend- 
ed. It is cut in close to the figure. The edges 
are double-stitched, the lines of stitching being 
wide apart. The sleeves are finished with 
rather a long vent and one button. Such coats 
are made of soft tweeds and Scotch homespuns, 
in patterns of very indistinct piaids, of smail 
mixed broken brown, or of gray checks with 
Knickerbocker. spots. The waistcoat is made 
with a standing collar, and the trousers are 
moderately close-fitting. The homespua is 
heavier and closer-woven than that of last 
spring. Than this material none is better suited 
to our variable climate. Soft, neither too light 
nor too weighty, itis just the thing to wear 
between the seasons, It is grateful to the 
touch, pleasing to the eye, and if it ‘‘catches 
the dust“ the dust is never seen, and a brush is 
scarcely ever required, the dust being easily 
shaken from the surface. 

For the evening dress the coat is made rather 
shorter than formerly, so as to fall a little 
above the small of the leg. The collar is a 
little wider, and in front turns over only to the 
second hole from the bottom of the waist; it is 
faced with silk, extending to the button-holes. 
The sleeve cuff is plain and deep, without but- 
tons. The waistcoat does not open so far down 


as last year, but the opening is wider, showing 


more of the shirt front, which must be plain 
abd ornamented with but one stud; the shirt- 
collar turned down. The cloth for the coat and 
waistcoat should be of a biack and very fine 
sandgrain, with a dull finish; the trousers of 
the same, or of a dull-finished very fine diag- 
onal. 

Fall overcoats are single-breasted, made fly- 
front, and are cut to fit the figure closer than 
the old loose sacque. ‘The favorit materials are 
Eoclish meltou in negative or undecided colors ;. 
% Venetians” in steel zrays and light and dark 
browns; soft-finished tweeds; mixed“ goods; 
Scotch nomespuus,—almost any medium-weight 
coat-material, except smooth-laced broadciota 
or diagonal Black satin is considered b 
some too pronounced for overcoat-linings, and, 
since it bas been universally adopted by Bowery 
and “cheap” Broadway tailors, it is less used 
by first-class houses. Silk serge is used for lin- 
ings and facings; it is not brought to the edge, 
but as far forward as the button-hole, the latte! 
being worked in the cloth.

RAFFLING FOR BLOOD. 
A MODEL SALOON FIGHT. 

Saturday evening a raffle in the saloon of 
John Hefka, No. 831 West Twenty-first street, 
drew together quite a crowd of the young 
bloods of the neignborhood, and, as the beer 
flowed freely, a bloody row resulted. Along 
about 10:30 in the evening three young men 


named John Marder, Peter Segert, and Henry 


Buelker entered the place, and in a boisterous 
manner declared that they had been in- 
sulted and assaulted upon the out- 
side by some persons who had taken refuge in 
the saloon. Buelker soon espied August 
Schultz, whom he pointed out as the man who 
struck him, and at the same time he made for 
bim to take out bis revenge. This attempted 
assault tet the entire crowd into à free fight, 
and the result was almost terrific. The intrud- 
ers were set upon by dozens, and, when they man- 
aged to escape, they were more dead than alive. 
Segert was badly cut and bruised about the 
bead and face, and had one gash two inches 
long over the richt eye. Marder was badly cut 
about the bead and face, and bruised all over, 
and Buelker. who was the one to begin the flight. 
had two cuts on the back. one on the arm, sev- 
eral about the head and face, and was badly 
used up generally. Each went to their homes, 
and were attended by Dr. Mullan. who did not 
consider their injuries serious: Buelker claimed to 
the police that he was assaulted and cut by 
Charles Piper, who, with his brother Henry, 
were implicated in the fight. Both were ar- 
rested, and in the ession of Charles was 
found a broken pocket-knife. A piece of a 
blade cxactiy fitting this was found upon the 
floor of the saloon, and it was badly stained 
with blood. Ihe prisoners claimed that the trio 
who were wounded were the ageres- 
sors in and, as it was 
shown that vy were not seriously 
injured, the police placed them under arrest 
also. Several others were injured in the fight, 
but none of them seriously enough to be worth 
mentioning. The saloon looked like a slaagbter- 
house after the encounter. the walls being 
spattered with biood, the floor covered with 
blood, and the broken fragments of glasses and 
botties, and the furniture racked ana broken 
into splinters.

bridge,—Dr. Gibson introduced the Rev. Mr. 
Harsha, of Omaha, saying that those who were 
familiar with the case of the Poucas deplored 
many of the circumstances connected with it, 
and that one reason only that such tnings bad 
been done was the limited acquaintance the 
people had with the status of the Indians. He 
was sure that there was such a sense of justice 
among the whites that, upon a presentation of

After alluding to the difficulty of speaking 
with moderation upon the subject, he said that 
pot one personin a thousand understood the 
true status of the Indian question. If they 
could see the cruel oppression of these people, 
could feel the hunger and bitter cold endured 
| by them because of the withholding of supplies, 
or of the preving upon their substance by white 

thieves; had to endure the white vatron- 
| age, the white scrutiny, and the white con- 
_ tempt and scorn, they would rise in indignation 
and sweep the system from the face of the 
earth. Two extreme views were taken of the 
indian. To some he appeared as a 
natural nobleman, surrounded by 
all the fascination of romance; to 
others as baving reacbed the culmination of all 
that was base,—as being given to nothing but 
bloodshed, rapine, and wrong. ‘The middle 
view was far more consistent with the facts, 
and certainly with the spirit of Christianity. 
The Indians were simple beings. God made 
them and loved them as be did us, and if we 
followed the teachings of the bible we were 
bound by religion, by the first principles of 
gevernment, by the holiest instincts of our 
nature, to give thema brotherly band and help 
them. When not goadedto revenge by most 
cruel oppression, could an instance be cited 
where they had not given to the whites the most 
cheerful friendship and the most uncompleining 
submission. 

The speaker then adverted to the condition of 
the Indian tribes, calling attention to the law of 
1789, etill on the statute-books, which inhibits 


party to any suit, in any court in the United 
States. In these few words we had the history, 
summed up and crystallized, of all the Indian 
massacres and wars in this country. The Indians 
were in subjection to the Government. They 
did not put themselves under its protection 
willingly, but were forced to do it. The Agents 
administered the annuities as charity; they 
were in reality

for land sold under solemn contract to the Goy- 
ernment. To withheld them was positive rob- 
bery, The Winnebagees bad money at Wash- 
ington on which they could obtain ine interest 
only with great difficulty. The Agent was om- 
nipotent. He read all their letters, and they 
bad to secure his consent to go ten 
feet from the reservation. He decided 
ali questions in dispute, and could 
put a minister in irons if he chose and keep 
him confined. The Government had a right to 
deprive criminals and Junatics of their liberty. 
Indians were neither. The speaker granted that 
many of them were deeply degraded, but it 
was because the white man had made them so. 
The Goverrment positively placed a premium 
upon bloodshed by the Indians. If a tribe were 
warlike they could get the best blankets, the 
choicest provisions, the brightest rifles. Ii an- 
other tribe were peaceable and disposed to till 
the soil, and there was no fear of an outbreak, 
the Government issued to them only inferior 
articles. A few weeks ago “ Spotted-Tail ”’ 
sent this message to ‘“Standing-Bear”: Ik 
you were a bad Indian, as I am, rou would have 
the best blankets and the best miles the Gov- 
ernment can give you.” And Gen. Crook had 
said: Tbe Indians, ** being bad, are all the 
more certain to receive kind treatment.“ 

They had no legal standing,—bad no rights 
before the law. An Indian who had accumu- 
lated $15,000 by selling merchandise loaned the 
money to white men and took their notes. 
When they fell due be went to them, and they 
told him that he coulan’t collect the money and 
— wouldn't pay. He was reduced to poverty. 
and had to appeal to Christian people to edu- 
cate bis children. The Utes., now on the war- 
path, had been oppressed. He had associated 
with them, and koew they were anxious to re- 
main on friendly terms with the whites. Prof. 
Hayden, in his 1877 report, spoke of the wrong of 
sending Northern Indians to the lodian Terri- 
tory, since it caused the death of many, 
yet he recommended that ali the Indians 
in Colorado and Arizona, inciuding the 
Utes, he sent there. The Utes knew of that, 
and also of the resolution introduced into the 
Colorado Legislature favoring the transfer 
because the whites wanted the territory. They 
loved their land. It was theire by solemn 
treaty. By a quibble, the Indian Department 
deprived them of their rations years ago. ‘The 
Government promised to send them food, but 
did not doit. And when stared io the face by 
the prospect of losing their reservation, and 
when actually starving, they arose and said, We 
must do something. ‘Spotted-Tail’ and Red- 
Cloud’ are well fed because they are at war; 
and we will go to war, too.” Those: wo Indians 
were doing what Washington did,—fighting for 
the life and property of their nation. It was 
said they were cruel. Was anything done in 
cold blood by them equal to what the whites did 
to the Pequots on Biock Island,—stole their 
canoes and left them to starve to 
death; or the offering of a reward of £15 for 
every Indian’s scalp, taken not ju war but in 
peace, and when they didn’t come in fast enough, 
increasing the reward to £100, as was done by 
Massachusetts! 4 

Speaking of what needed to be done to solve 
the Indian problem, the speaker said it was 
simply to 

GIVE THE INDIAN LEGAL STANDING; 


to make them individually amenable to the law, 
and protecting them by the law. In a certain 
sense they were amenable to the law. If one 
committed an offense, and was fouad, he could 
be punished; if he couldn’t be found, the whole 
tribe was responsible, and war was made upon 
them. Suppose the whole of Cnicago’s people 
were held responsible for the doings of one of 
her thieves or murderers? And if one robbed 
or shot an Indian, notbing could be done with 
the thief or murderer. The only Indian m 
the United States who could appeal to the law 
was Standing-Bear. Indian Commissioner J. 
Q. Smith bad said. The indian commands re- 
spect for his rights only as he inspires terror for 
bis rifle.“ Whatasarcasm upon our Indian 
licy was the going of Sitting-Bull to Canada 
or protection. An Indian should have the 
right to hold property in his own name. Noth- 
ing interfered su much with their civilization as 
the fact that they had not. Thes 
and deduced facts to show tliat 
sired to be civilized.

THURMAN. 


% Almost a Statesman’. Watterson’s Thren- 
ody Over the Political Death of the Ban- 
dana Senator. 

Lowsvilie Courter-Journal, 


We look before and after, 
And pine for what is not. 


The ugliest feature of the Democratic slip-up 
in Ohio is the loss of Judge Thurman and the 
seat Judge Thurman occupies in the Senate of 
the United States. The reflection that he has 
brought it upon himself carries no consolation 
with it. The Demucratic majority cannot stand 
many changes in the Upver House of Congress, 
and the Democratic party can il) afford to spare 
Judge Thurman, who, despite his irresolution, 
and certain faults which seem to be inevitable 
to an overweening ambition to be President, 
bas made a record as useful as it is brilliant. 
He will be missed from the debates. None of 
his colleagues has the training, joined to the 
keen, scintillating, law yer-like ability, to fill the 
place which he fits so well, and which fits him 
60 woll. 

Judge Thurman is not astatesman in the 
sense that sagacity, breadth of view, and fixed 
purposes are statesmanship. He is, pre-emi- 
nently, a lawyer; a sbarp, industrious, pugpa- 
cious lawyer. He is fond of intellectual scrim- 
maging, and sbines in that species of warfare. 
It is related that on a certain occasion, soon 
after the elevation of Mr. Blaine, and when that 
doughty warrior was seeking a chance to make 
his debut to advantage, his eye fell upon the 
Senator from Obio as he entered the Senate 
Chamber. Thurman obviously bad been dining. 
Blaine thought he saw his opportunity, and 
leaped into the arena; be shied his castor in the 
ring; be flaunted his bloody shirt direetiy at the 
red bandana; insolent, audacious, and pert. 
Thurman climbed to his feet and jerked 
bimself together, and closed with bis as- 
sailant. “They tit and fit.” Intellectually, 
they rolled over on the floor, gouged, 
pulled hair, and beat one another about the 
bead, peck, and shoulders. At length it was 
over, and, a good deal blown, but vet conscious 
of having lickea bis man, Thurman said eudi- 
biy, as he made his way toward the cloak- 
room, attended by his faithful friends, Davis 
of West Virginia and Pinckney Whyte of 
Maryland, Bors, that d—d Harlequin didn’t 
get away with me, did he?“ 

„No, indeed, Senator,“ saia Davis and Wbyte, 
in a breath, “you did splendidly,—spien- 
didly.”’ 

And, just as he disappeared inside the cloak- 
room, Thurman was heard to mutter above the 
dinof the bugle-note which died in the depth of 
bis rea bandana: ‘* Never miod! never wind! 
One of these poy I'l) eatehhim when I’m sober, 
and then, d—n him, won't I mash him?” 

He is, indeed, a masher, is this same Judge 
Thurman; more than a match for Blaine at 


Blaine's own game; and as fond of a shindy as 


be its equal to the exigencies of shindigging 
and shindiggery. For a long whileafter he 
came to Washington he bore the reputation of 
being a cold, repeliant person. He never knew 
anybody. It was comolained that he rarely an- 
swered the customary salutes of everyday 
courtesy. His colleagues bad to be introduced 
to him twice and thrice over. But gradually it 
came to light that there was no metbod or sin- 
ister purpose in this; that, beneath a rugged 
exterior and a brusque manner, lay many 
gevial traits; so that those who have had 
the pleasure and honor of a familiar association 
with this very marked man entertain a personal 
regard for bim bordering on affection. Let, 
whilst a thoroughly uprignot man, and, persoo- 
aily, a thorougbly brave one, Judge Thurman 
has two fatal defects; be is not a really 
warm or teful man at bottom; and, for 
ail its sturdiness, bis strong, keen intellect is 
darkeved by temporizing qualities, dallyings, 
aud short-sighteduess. But for a grudging 
nature and an irresolute will,—e will made ir- 
resolute by his ambition, and not by any touch 
of pusillanimity,—he would be a great map. 
He is not a great man, though a good one, a 
sincere patriot, and an able Senator; and, 
thougb an overcautious friend, a frank friend, 
and always an open, bonorable enemy. 

Judge Thurman’s career, which is practically 
ended,—ior, except as a probable member of 
Mr. Tilden’s possible Cabinet, he bas no polit- 
ical future,—ougbt to be a lesson to the \oung 
men of the country. As a member of the House 
of Representatives, be made no particular fig- 
ure. Asa lawyer and jurist in Ohio he rose to 
the front rank, and after a brilliant, bat unsuc- 
cessful race for Governor, having carried the 
Legisiature, he was elected Senator. He 
entered the Senate at an opportune moment. 
The Republicans had it their own way, and 
there was no Democrat possessed of the equip- 
ment and the capacity to meet them. At once 
the new Senator took the piace which the occa- 
sion and his talents assigned him as the leader 
of the Opposition. And right well did he ull it. 
On all the public questions of that day his record 
is conspicuous and luminous; a compendium of 
sound judgment and accurate knowledge, of 
wisdom aud tact. In the fiscal discussions es- 
peciaily be showed up very strong. The delusion 
known as the Ohio idea was just edging its 
way to the front. It did not seduce or misiead 
Judge Thurman. He saw its fallacy, and he re- 
sisted it. Not until bis kinsman, William Allen, 
was put forward as its representative,—a move- 
ment confessediy designed to kill bim off,— 
did he show signs of weakening. lustead 
of accepting the gage of battle, and 
dying then and there or crushing his ene- 
mies, he temporized, and let things take their 
course. This one step was fatal. It began a 
habit of time-serving which bas grown upon 
him. It emboldened his enemies, who ever 
since have bad no fear of him. Finally, he feil 
into a trap set for him and adroitiy baited to 


catch his ambition, and that completed the 


wreck. if Ohio bad gone for Ewing it would 
ha ve served no turn to Thurman; indeed, al! 
the same, it might have lost him him bis seat in 
the Snnate,—the forces that defeated Rice at 
Columbus uniting to defeat him before the Leg- 
islature. 

The moral is, if you know you are richt, stick 
to it;: the more you are assailed, stick the 
closer; throw ambition to the dogs, and stick to 
ideas,—for, if they cannot bring you out, no 
more shall the riffraff of interested adherents 
whom the politician designates as his friends. 

It is false to say of Judge Thurman that he 
knew the full scope and meaning of the Elec- 
toral bill and secretly desired tne exclusion of 
Tilden. He did nothing of the kind. He, like 
the rest, was duped by his .doubts and fears. 
His error came after the- Electoral bill. He 
allowed himself to be used to precipitate a lot 
of new issues the design of which was to bury 
Tilden ought of sight and mind, and he has, es 
is usual in such cases, fallen the first victim to 
his mistake.

PRESIDENT HAYES. 


A Quiet Talk on Political Topics—Will the 
Democrats Renew Their Fight Over Ap- 
propriation Bills and Election Laws ?— 
Their Attempts to Coerce the Executive— 
The Next Presidential Election, 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 
Turm, O., Oct. 13.—The questions I wanted 
to ask were reached after a few minutes’ talk 
about the Western journey and the Ohio cam- 
paigu; and the first was, Do you think the 

Democrats will renew the fight over the appro- 

priation bills and the Election laws next win- 


ter! 

“If it were not the year before the Presiden- 
tial election I should say no; but it is always 
im possible to predict what is going to happen in 
a session preceding the Presidential contest. 
The friends of rival candidates tor the Demo- 
cratic pomination will be ready to bring up any 
issue that will give their favorites an advantage 
in the struggle for nomination. Otherwise 
there would be little disposition to carry on a 
contest with the present Administration, which 
has now become the setting sun.“ 

“The old issue between State rights and Na- 
tional supremacy will survive, in any case, will 
it not?” 

„Oh, yes; that will always survive. It is not, 
however, so much an issue between the R 
licans and the Democrats as between the oppo- 
sition and whatever party has possession of the 
Government,—the ouis and the ius. Ihe party 
in power has always favored a vigorous asser- 
tion of National authority, and has denied tne 
rights of the States to place obstacles in its way. 
Jefferson and Jackson maiotained the para- 
mount supremacy of the Nation just as strong- 
ly as Lincola did. Whenin power the Demo- 
crats have always been a National party, and 
beiore the Republican party came to power 
in 1861 it stood by the rights of the 
States against the Government, and op- 

the execution of the Fugitive- 

lave law. The progress of the world has, bow- 

ever, we should bear in mind, been strongly in 

the direction of National unity of late Fears. 

Railroads have done a great deal towards this 
work of consolidation.” 

„Was not the issue the Democrats raised last 
session a new issue, quite distinct from the old 
State-rights doctrine?” 

Au entirely new issue. No party ever de- 
fore set up the claim that the House of Repre- 
sentatives, because of its right to originate 
money Dilis, could coerce the Executive. That 
was the Democratic ciaim at first. Afterwards, 
when they got the Senate, they took that body 
into partbership with the House. This . 
if carried out, would be utterly subversive of 
the balance of power between the three great 
departments of the Government established by 
the Constitution, and would make Congress su- 
preme. 

The President warmed up noticeably while 
talking on this subject, and went on at some 
length, arguing with a good deal of animation 
the revolutionary character of the Democratic 
claim of the right of Congress to refuse a 
priations unless the Executive would sign its 
measures. Evidently the struggle of last spring 
and summer is fresh in his mind. If the Demo- 
crats expect to frighten him from his position 
by renewing it next winter. they will make as 
bad a mistake as they did when they kicked 
against the stone-wall of his vetoes at the ex- 
tra session. Mr. Hayes spoke of the importance 


of preserving the prerogatives of the Executive. 


He said the policy of the Government was 
shaped by the Executive more than by Con- 
gress, and illustrated his point by referring to 
resumption, which has been carried out saccess- 
fully, in spite of the opposition of the legis- 
lative dranen. If the Secretary of the Treasury 


| had been Opposed to the Kesumpiion law, ne 


said, it would never dave been carried into 
effect; but, with the Secretary zealous for its 
success, the opposition of Congress was futile. 

I asked the President if be thougbt the de- 
feat of Ewing would take the currency ques- 
tion out of politics. No,“ be replied;.“‘there 
will always be an element that will want a kind 
of money which is cheap to make and easy to 
get. The Republican party cannot cater to 
that elemeot, but the Democratic party can and 
will. With one million of voters of that class 
in the country, we may expect the Democrats 
to continue their present policy of attempting 
to win them by indorsing tosome extent their 
theo 


The President showed an interest in the New 
York campaign, and asked about the prospects. 
* T see vou are reported as saying that vou de- 
sired the election of Mr. Corneil,” I remarked. 
„Tes; that is ” he replied. Ik i were 
a citizen of New York I should certainly vote 
for Mr. Cornell, and I hope he will be elected. 
Every Republican in New York should feel 
bound to support the nominees of his party.” 

Some talk followed on the subject of Presi- 
dential nominations next vear, during which 
Mr. Haves was, very properly, non-committal 
as between tne Republican candidates spoken 
of. Haven't we great reason to fear,” 1 
asked, that the Democrats will const out our 
nomine, no matter what his majority may be? 
They have both Houses now, and their power 
over the returns is absolute. Are thev not de- 
notecing the Supervisors law to make pretense 
for throwing out the vote of States where it ig 
enforced?” 

I think public opinion will prevent them 
from adopting such a course,” replied the Presi- 
dent. The independent voters and iodepena- 
ent newspapers, siding with those of the party 
to be defrauded, would form too strong an op- 
position to be defied. A few moderate Dem- 
oerats in Congress would bave the power of pre- 
venting the carrying out of such a scheme. No; 
if we have say twenty majority of the El 
votes, I think there will be no such danger as 
you suggest.” 

“* But suppose the result should depend upon 
one small State like Colorado or Oregon, and 
the Democrats should set up a claim of irregu- 
larity and throw out that State.“
